HUNTSVILLE, Ala., June 29 
~—Col. John C. Nickerson Jr., 
who admitted giving out de- 
fense secrets, today was sus- 
pended from rank for one year, 
officially reprimanded and fined 
$100 a month for 15 months. 


This was viewed as a very 
light sentence by the general 


victory for the 4l-year-old de- 
fendant. 


After hearing testimony for 
five days, the military tribunal 
deliberated only 43 minutes to 
set the punishment. The 10- 
man board could have imposed 
a maximum sentence of dismis- 
sal from the service, 30 years’ 
imprisonment at hard labor and 
a substantial fine. 


Col. Nickerson took the ver- 
dict or maintaining the 
aplomh, he had evinced through- 
out the trial. Asked to com- 
ment on the decision, he said: 


“If there had been no sen- 
tence, it would have wunder- 
mined the discipline of the 
Army. I was guilty and I was 
properly punished.”

LAKE CHARLES, La., June 
29 (AP)—After inspecting coast- 
al land laid waste by a tidal 
wave, Civil Defense officials to- 
night raised their estimates of 
the dead in southwest Louisiana 
to 275, a figure they said might 
grow as receding waters uncov- 
er more bodies. 


Maj. Gen. Raymond Hufft, 
state Civil Defense director who 
accompanied representatives of 
President Eisenhower to hard- 
hit Cameron parish, made the 
latest estimate. Sixty-one bod- 
ies have been recovered in the 
Cameron area. 

Most of the marooned victims 
of the hurricane and its tidal 
wave having been air-lifted to 
safety, federal and state offi- 
cials turned their attention to 
hundreds of residents of the 
city of Cameron. Tentatively 
drafted were plans for a tent 
city adjacent to wrecked homes. 
Back to Their Homeland. 
“I know these people. I'm one 
of them,” Sheriff O. B. Carter 
of Cameron. parish told’ Val 
Peterson, the President's. spe- 
cial representative, and Gen. Al- 
fred Gruenther, president of the 
American Red Cross. “We want 
to. get these people back on 
their homeland. We don’t want 
them to live in a camp.” 
Peterson said a tent city could 
be set up almost immediately.

Last year in the same period 
11 tornadoes and one funnel 
cloud were reported. McQuigg 
said the increases in reports 
this year are probably due to 
heightened public interest in 
sighting tornadoes and funnel 
clouds and reporting them to 
weather stations. 

McQuigg reported this month- 
ly breakdown: January, 1 tor- 
nado, no deaths, 1 injury; April, 
4 tornadoes, 2 funnel clouds, no 
deaths, no injuries; May, 11 tor- 
nadoes, 4 funnel clouds, 52 
deaths, 68 injuries, and June, 1

(AP)—Oil changed the city of 
Cameron in the last 10 years, 
but it never changed the peo- 
ple. They were calm, stubborn 
and unafraid—even of hurri- 
canes. 


Few of the old-time residents 
of the city of 3000 worried 
when the United States Weath- 
er Bureau warned them to 
evacuate the lowlands. It was 
the recent arrivals and the 
transient workers who left. The 
rest remained. 


What was their city like?

The 69 vehicles also were 
used by French forces in Alge- 
ria. Such a sale, it was ex- 
plained, did not violate the 
terms under which the United 
States ships military supplies 
and equipment to France for 
use in arming its troops as- 
signed to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, since the 
69 vehicles were sold, not given, 
to France, 

In the spring of 1954, Mc- 
Clellan said, United Auto Parts 
Co. and one of its affiliates, 
Texarkana Truck Parts Co., 
purchased 379 of the surplus 
armored cars from the Red 
River Arsenal at Texarkana, 
Tex. The average price was 
$375 per vehicle. 

The chairman said the sale 
contract contained “certain de- 
militarization provisions” which 
were supposed to make the ve- 
hicles unfit for combat. 

“The Army did in fact cut 
out a piece of the turret and 
removed part of the armor 
plate from these cars,” Mc- 
Clellan said. 

Rebuilt by Company. 

“United Auto Parts Co., Inc., 
rebuilt these light armored 
cars to military specifications 
despite the provisions in the 
contract,” he went on, “They 
then sold 350 rebuilt combat 
vehicles to the French Govern- 
ment at the average price of 
$3675 per vehicle. 

“They thus realized a total 
income of $1,286,250 from this 
sale to France. The original 
purchase price from the Army 
was approximately $140,000.”

Some Leaders Favor Mayor Because They 
Think Hocker Again Will Head

JEFFERSON CITY, June 29 
—Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of 
St. Louls was being mentioned 
prominently today by state 
Democratic leaders as a strong 
potential candidate for Govern- 
or of Missouri in 1960. 

The impressive manner in 
which Tucker twice was elected 
mayor—both times by record 
majorities—has caught the eye 
of party leaders who are look- 
ing ahead for a strong guber- 
natorial candidate they think 
could win and keep control of 
the state government and its 
vast patronage in Democratic 
hands. 

Veteran party leaders attend- 
ing the annual Young Demo- 
cratic state convention here, al- 
though not ready to commit 
themselves to any candidate at 
this early date, agreed that 
Tucker would be hard to beat 
if he decided to seek the gov- 
ernorship in 1960. 

Politicians are looking ahead 
to 1960 although there is a gen- 
eral election next year. How- 
ever United States Senator 
Stuart Symington and State 


Auditor Haskell Holman are ex- 


pected to be candidates for re- 
election in the only important 
state-wide contests and no pri- 
mary opposition is in sight for 
either. 

In St. Louis, when asked for 
comment on the 1960 governor- 
ship race, Mayor Tucker said: 
“My only political ambition is 
to serve properly the people of 
St. Louis who recently re-eleci- 
ed me as their mayor.” 

But many Democratic leaders 
outstate feel that Tucker could 
be persuaded to make the race, 
if they should decide that he is 
the man they will have to have 
te carry Missouri again. 

The reason Tucker's name 
has come to the front recently 
is the fear of some Missour 
Democrats that Lon Hocker of 
St. Louis again may be the Re- 
publican candidate for Gover- 
nor three years from now. 

Hocker was beaten by Gov. 
James T. Biair in the guber- 
natorial race last year by about 
75,000 votes, but the St. Louis 
lawyer ran well ahead of the 
rest of the G.O.P. atate ticket. 

Some Democrats feel] that if 
the 1956 campaign had lasted 
several weeks longer the race 
would have been very close.

Clayton and Richmond 
Heights Propose 
Spending $40,000 in 

- ‘No Man’s Land’ if 
County Pays Half. 


The motorists’ “no man’s 
land” at Clayton and Hanley 
roads, scene of creeping pa- 
ralysis at afternoon rush hours, 
will be attacked by Clayton and 
Richmond Heights with’ a $40,- 
000 traffic improvement project 
if St. Louis county will pay 
half, the mayors of the two 
cities said yesterday. 

Mayor Jule A. Schweig of 
Clayton and Mayor Lee M. Dug- 
gan of Richmond Heights, who 
called the intersection “one of 
the worst in the metropolitan 
area,” said they would renew 
a proposal that the county 
share the cost of installing mod- 
ern traffic signals and laying 
out Janes to guide the flow of 
vehicles. 

The intersection extends 450 
feet on Clayton road and forms 
a pinwheel tor traffic moving 
in eight directions. Termed a 


“no man’s land” by Clayton 
City Engineer Eugene J. Peter- 
s-n. it develops snarls that take 
police 30. minutes to untangle. 
A previous effort to obtain 
county aid failed last November. 
Situation As to Roadé. 

Clayton road, dividing Clay- 
ton and Richmond Heights, 
takes’ a heavy burden of out- 
bound traffic in the afternoon, 
particularly between 4:30 and 
5:50 o’elock. At the intersection, 
Hanley road enters from the 
north and doglegs 200 feet.to 
the east before resuming its 
southern course.

The request for county assist- 
ence will be made directly to 
tre County,Council. Previously 
the approach was made to the 
Citizens Bond Issue Public 
Works Advisory (Watchdog) 
Committee, which rejected a 
proposal that 1955 bond issue 
funds be used. 


In its decision, the bond issue 
committee took the position that 
the Clayton-Hanley intersection 
wag essentially the responsibil- 
ity of the municipalities, and 
that granting of the aid might 
bring a flood of similar re- 
quests for help with local traf- 
fic situations. 


Another factor was the ex- 
pectation that the extension of 
the Daniel Boone expressway, 
to be completed,in August 1958, 
might reduce traffic on Clayton 
by as much as 40 per cent. In 
1955 a traffic count at Clayton 
and Big Bend boulevard showed 
Clayton road was handling 
about 38,000 automobiles a day. 


St. Louis County Counselor 
William B. Kline has expressed 
the opinion that county bond 
issue funds cannot be used for 
traffic signals although they 
may be spent for road construc- 
tion and repair. Mayor Schweig 
said the Clayton-Hanley road 
impasse would have to be solved 
“one way or the other.”

Watson’s amendment applied 
to the proposal for increasing 
the tax rate for hospital pur- 
poses by 9 cents. He recom- 
mended a reduction to 6 cents 
—a proposal the aldermen ac- 
cepted. The increase for rec- 
reation purposes is 1 cent. 

With a 7-cent increase, the 
total property tax.to be paid by 
St. Louisans would be $3.36 on 
each $100 valuation, compared 
with $3.27 last year. 

Included in the $3.36 will be 
$1.89 for the city, $1.40 school | 
tax and 7 cents state tax. The 
school tax is 2 cents higher than 
last year, accounting for the 
9-cent increase in the total rate. 

All the new measures, except 
the ones pertaining to property 
taxes, carry emergency clauses, 
making them effective imme- 
diately upon signature by Mayor 
Tucker.

established by the late Albert 
P. Greensfelder, St. Louis civic 
leader, it was learned yestérday 
with the filing of two unusual 
trust indentures at Clayton. 
Two seperate foundations with 
assets amounting to $1,278,000 
will finance a wide range of 
educational and publie improve- 


versity earlier this year for use 
in its department of civil en- 
gineering. 

Greensfelder, who died April 
17, 1955, at the age of 75, had 
been president and board chair- 
man of Fruin-Colnon Co., con-: 
tractors, ‘for many years. He 
was a civil eer and had 
held mafiy publi¢ posts in the 
fields of planning, parks and 
recreation.  . 


Terms of the trusts were con- 
tained in the indentures, which 
were filed at the office of Re- 
corder of Deeds Gerald J. Don- 
worth. Largely written by 
Greensfelder himself, the docu- 
ments are unusual for their ex- 
tensive statement of his phi- 
losophy of civic duty and the 
value of sound civic planning 
and development. 

This philosophy was sum- 
marized in a passage of one of 
the indentures in which Greens- 
felder said he was making 
money available to further his 

lief in “the cncouragement 
of planning for, and develop- 
ment of, the entire region about 
St. Louis, in order particularly 
to obtain more.public parks, 
playgrounds / and ‘conservation 
projects within tbat area. as 
early as ble.”

As to the charge that he de- 
eeived the Joint Congressional 
Atomie Energy Committee in 
asserting in 1954 that the Dix- 
on-Yates contract in the TVA 
area had not been investigated 
by commission attorneys, Kuy- 
kendall said his accusers “de- 
libérately ignore” a corrective 


intermediate draft of the con- 
tract. 


Kuykendall said there is “no 
basis” for the charge that his 
consultation with gas industry 
representatives last year, in at- 
tempting to draft a substitute 
for the vetoed natural gas bill, 
was detrimental to consumers. 


“I made an effort to prepare 
a bill containing even more con- 
sumer protection than did the 
Harris-Fulbright bill,” he said. 

Kuykendall denied he de- 
ceived the House Small Busi- 
ness Committee in 1955 by not 
disclosing that a commission de- 
cision in the Hell’s Canyon case 
had been reached. The commis- 
sion’s opinion and order had 
not yet been issued at the time 
and Kuykendall said the charge, 
in essence, “is that I refused to 
Jeak” what the commission was 
going to do. 

Kuykendall said there is ho 
evidence to support the charge 
that he is not in sympathy with 
the Natural Gas Act and is not 
enforcing it. 

Held 43 Hearings. 

He said that in the three 
years since the Supreme Court 
tuled in the Phillips Petroleum 
Co. case that natural gas pro- 
ducers come under FPC regu- 
lation, the commission staff has 
processed and investigated num- 
erous rate applications and 43 
hearings have been held. 

He Said the job in the inde- 
pendent producer field has in- 
volved 345 man-years of work 
and caused a backlog that will 
take at least three years to over- 
come. 

“The principal reason I ac- 
cepted renomination as a mem- 
ber. of the Federal Power Com- 
mission and am seeking the ap- 
proval of this committee and 
confirmation of the Senate is 
that I hope to play a part in 
getting the commission abreast 
of its work,” he said. 

Kuykendall defended as “pro- 
per” the commission action 
in passing on the Idaho Power 
Co. application for three Snake 
River dams without considera- 
tion as to whether the company 
might receive the approval of 
another agency for an acceler- 
ated tax write-off. 

Concerning complaints that 
the commission has granted 
Jong-term licenses to private 
companies for power projects, 
Kuykendall said it has only 
“followed the policy and prece- 
dents” set during prior Demo- 
cratic administrations.

station was only two caved-in 
filling pumps. The post office 
Was a bent shack with three 
mail bags. 

Courthouse in Turmoil. 

The courthouse was in tur- 
moil as workers, now able to 
use the ground floor, slushed 
through bringing food and 
sorely needed fresh water to 
the shocked and dirty refugees. 

Early today, some residents 
,and civil defense workers be- 
| gan the seemingly impossible 
task of cleaning up. They slowly 
started to put debris into huge 
piles. But after the cleanup 
which might take months, Cam- 
eron faced the task of rebuild- 
ing everything except a court- 
house, part of a pogy plant and 
a few wharves.

Rates to individual borrowers in France 
have gone as high as 12 per cent and in 
Germany and England bank loans of eight 
and nine per cent are common, 

From Bicycles to Cars. 

In comparison with the United States, 
workers’ wages are low throughout West- 
ern Europe and the work weeks are 
longer. But from 1947, when «a bicycle 
was almost a luxury, ‘the improvement 
has been to motorcycles, to tiny and even 
medium-size automobiles. Shop windows 
are filled with fairly high priced re- 
frigerators, television ‘sets and home 
electrical equipment. Everyday clothing 
still has an ersatz look but the food and 
drink have been restored to pre-war 


| levels. 


Improvements are most spectacular in 
Germany, where the reconstruction began 
in earnest in 1949 after the drastic 
monetary reform, This reconstruction has 
been greatly extended by Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer and his shrewd eco- 
nomic and military advisers, who have 
become internationalists or Europeans in 
their economic and military planning. 


The men who have made this inter- 
nationalism or Europeanism possible have 
been former President Harry S. Truman 
and Paul G. Hoffman with the Marshall 
plan; the late Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg of Michigan, with his sponsorship of 
the North Atlantic Treaty, and Gen. 
Eisenhower, with his creation of the 
NATO collective defense forces; the first 
great “Europeans,” Jean Monnet of 
France, who sparked the coal ahd steel 
agreement, and Paul-Henri Spaak, for- 
mer prime minister of Belgium, who re- 
cently succeeded Lord Ismay as secre- 
tary general of NATO. 


Germany, because its political leaders 
quickly recognized the value of American 
economic and military aid, has made the 
greatest strides of any European country 
during the past decade. Belgium is 
second. Great Britain, with its Churchill- 
jan pride in empire and commonwealth, 
has hesitated until recently in joining the 
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Hampers ‘Selling’ of U.S. Foreign 
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European movement, and France, because 
of its unstable political predicament and 
its military troubles in North Africa, has 
demanded special concessions before 
giving nominal co-operation in the plan 
for an eventual tariff-free common 
European market. 


The German Federal Republic has been 
handicapped by its separation from the 
Russian-occupied Eastern rone and the 
loss of the Baltic states which supplied 
much of the country’s raw materials in 
the pre-war days. But by having a 52-hour 
work-week and by taking full advantage 
of American material help and advice, it 
has joined with the three small countries, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg in uniting the other European 
countries for economic co-operation. The 
latest example is the Euratom treaty 
awaiting ratification by the European 
powers for pooling information and fa- 
cilities for the peaceful use of atomic 
energy. 

In the field of military co-operation, 
Germany, within a few years will con- 
tribute the greatest number of ground 
forces to NATO. Three divisions, about 
80 per cent completed, will be turned 
over to the NATQ command next week 
and when its full contribution of six di- 
visions is made sometime next year wun- 
der the present schedule, it will overtop 
the present five American divisions, the 
British four—to be reduced to three— 
and the French two and a half divisions 
which are “earmarked” but not “as- 
signed” to: NATO because of the Algerian 
hostilities. 


Work for Common Good. 


In the military as well as the economic 
field, Germany is seeking supplies in. the 
cheapest market. Defeated in two wars, 
present day Germans do not have the 
costly pride of the British and French. 
Confident of their own industrial and fi- 
nancial capacities, they are willing, cer- 
tainly at present, to pool their resources 
with other nations, beginning with the 
Benelux nations, for the common Euro- 
pean good, which means their own good. 

German officials with whom the NATO 
journalists talked, emphatically denied 
that the German industrialists of the 
Ruhr Valley were turning back to German 
nationalism. | 

At a Bonn briefing, Under Secretary of 
Defense Rust, in replies to questions, said 
the Adenauer government would not 
countenance such nationalistic talk.

Flaw in Reunification. 


In the face of public pledges by both 
parties that restoration of the Russian- 
controlled Eastern sector to Germany has 
the first priority, there is private talk 
that such a union would require a sub- 
stantial lessening of the industrial growth 
of West Germany and a lowering of its 
living standards. 


The explanation for this is that West 
Germany's economy is so much higher 
than the Eastern zone’s that a combina- 
tion of the two would result in a drain 
of the Western region to bring the East- 
ern up to a common level. 


If there were a reunion of the two— 
which is not likely in the near future—the 
lack of investment capital and the full 
employment in Western Germany would 
require sacrifices that many Western 
Germans would not be willing to make. 
been 
meshed into the Soviet system and many 
of its industrial plants, it is said, would 
have to be completely revamped to meet 
all German needs. 


In reply to this hypothetical argument, 
Christian Democrat advocates say that 
the ties of German blood and tradition 
are stronger than economic advantage.

President Eisenhower had given a 
cold shoulder to a letter from all 10 Dem- 
ocrats and one Republican on the Joint 
Committee urging that he reappoint com- 
missioner Thomas E. Murray, whose term 
expires today. The other vacancy was 
created by the death Feb. 8 of John Von 
Neumann, Hungarian-born mathemati- 
cian. 


Strauss at last has got rid of Murray, 
his open and bitter opponent on many of 
the most important isstes confronting 
the Commission. The question in the 
minds of many observers is whether 
Strauss can achieve now by a change in 
personnel what they believe he sought 
three years ago by a change in the law— 
one man control of the AEC.

The principal ground on which Mr. Dulles 
reaches this conclusion appears to be his belief 
that our Government would be unable to “influ- 
ence the Communist regime to better ways” 
if we had commercial, cultural or diplomatic 
contacts with it. He says the experience of 
other nations that have dealt with Peiping shows 
that “neither recognition, trade nor cultural 
relations, nor all three, would favorably influ- 
ence the evolution of affairs in China.” 

But to assume that the main purpose of hav- 
ing relations with another nation is to influence 
it to better ways, or favorably influence the 
evolution of its affairs, is surely a strange and 
highly moralistic philosophy of foreign policy. 

If our Government recognized nations only 
for the purpose of reforming them, we would 
have to cut off contacts with a considerable 
num ber—and not only Communist nations either. 

It is simply a fact that we engage in diplo- 
matic relations with, and share U.N. membership 
with, a good many nations whose morals, politics 
and history do not meet with our approval. 
And we engage in these relations, moreover, not 
for the purpose of influencing these nations to 
better ways, but simply because in time of peace 
it is the civilized, convenient and realistic 
thing to do. 

The obvious fact that diplomatic recognition, 
U.N. membership, or trade and cultural contacts 
would not involve approval of Communist China 
has been re-emphasized by the recent U.N. re- 
port on Soviet Russia’s conduct in Hungary. 

* * * 

That report expressed a deep moral disap- 
proval of the Soviet Union which is undoubtedly 
shared by a preponderance of U.N. members. 
Yet none of those members is saying that be- 
cause of their disapproval the members of the 
U.N, should behave as if the Soviet government 
did not exist, and permit their citizens no 
contact with it whatever. 

Instead of standing inflexibly on a policy 
which may once have been appropriate but which 
is now widely questioned throughout the world, 
Secretary Dulles ought to welcome a re-evalua- 
tion of the whole China problem. 

His view that the Peiping regime is only “a 
passing phase” commands very little support 
from other experienced diplomatic observers. 
That regime has been in power eight years now. 
Our own Government has acknowledged in fact, 
if not in words, that Chiang Kai-shek on For- 
mosa lacks the power and political support to 
challenge the Communists on'‘the mainland. 
How long can we go on pretending that Chiang’s 
government is the real China, and that the other 
one, with 600,000,000 people under it, is only 
a temporary phenomenon? 

The time for a thoughtful reappraisal of our 
China policy is here. 
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‘Nature's Course, Death’s Course’ 

It will take days for the accurate establish- 
ment—if, indeed, this is possible—of the num- 
ber of the victims of the hurricane and tidal 
wave which swept from the Gulf of Mexico 
across the low, swampy Louisiana coast west of 
the Mississippi delta. And while they may 
count the dead, the shocked rescue workers will 
be denied the solace of resolving—as they might 
in case of a disaster of human origin—that a 
similar catastrophe shall never again occur. 

Since many people in the St. Louis area re- 
cently underwent comparable terror—fortunately 
on a much less serious scale—their sympathy 
and compassion for the victims and. survivors 
of the Louisiana storm were quickly aroused. 
But they, too, can only agree that “the course 
of Nature seems a course of death.” 

If man cannot command the storm-wind to 
subside, he can hurry to the aid of those it has 
injured and despoiled. The activities of the 
Red Cross and of the military and civil authori- 
ties in the Cameron, La., area follow an inspiring 
pattern. They show how right Carlyle was when 
he said: “Precious is man to man.” 

If only the storm-wind could carve those 
words where they would always be seen—es- 
pecially by those who make the decisions which 
involve millions of their fellow mortals. 
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Nuclear Point of No Return? 

Recent disclosures of misfired missiles make 
a layman, even though he knows very little 
about these new weapons, wonder about the 
risks involved in their development. There 
must be even greater concern in the London 
disarmament talks. 

The big risk, as Senator Symington pointed 
out in an address in Temple Israel more than a 
year ago, is that the perfection of the intercon- 
tinental missile will so change the nature of 
nuclear tactics and strategy that the A-bombs 
and the H-bombs will lose much of their deter- 
rent effect, and that international agreement on 
the control of weapons will become almost im- 
possibly difficult. 

The same fear has been expressed even more 
specifically by David Inglis, senior physicist at 
the Argonne National Laboratory. It is relative- 
ly easy to detect violations of a pact which lim- 
its the testing and the stock-piling of the big 
bombs, he said in the Bulletin of the Atomic 
Scientists. But like Senator Symington, he fears 
that the perfection of the intercontinental mis- 
sile may bring the world to the nuclear “point 
of no return.” 

These weapons, he says, could be scattered 
around in such profusion that the detection of 
all of them would be a practical impossibility. 
Since bombs must be carried by plane, there is 
some opportunity to intercept the carriers; and 
the number launched at any given time prob- 
ably would be relatively small enough to leave 
an opportunity for retaliation. But this oppor- 
tunity will diminish almost to the vanishing 
point after missiles have been in mass produc- 
tion for a while. 7 3

This would be in conflict with the Jencks 
decision to which only Justice Clark dissented 
(Justice Whittaker did not participate). Justice 
Brennan, who spoke for the Supreme Court, said 
that “the burden is the Government's, not to be 
shifted to the trial judge, to decide whether 
the public prejudice of allowing the crime to 
go unpublished is greater than that attendant 
upon the possible disclosure of state secrets and 
other confidential. information in the Govern- 
ment’s possession.” 

There may be good reasons why the trial 
judge should not bear the responsibility for 
making the decision and why it ought to rest 
on the Department of Justice. If so now is 
the time for that to be made clear—while the 
legislation is pending in Congress. But there 
can be no question that information in official 
files which is open to the prosecution must 
also be open to the defense. Learned Hand, 
one of the most respected of American judges, 
put this well when he said in a Federal Court 
of Appeals decision: 


The Government must choose; either it 
must leave the transactions in the obscurity 
from which a trial will draw them, or it 
must expose them fully. 


The outcries in Washington, from Justice and 
Treasury spokesmen, apparently come from of- 
ficilals more interested in convictions than in 
seeing that the cards are not stacked against 
the accused. A great St. Louisan, Frederick 
W. Lehmann, Solicitor General in the Taft Ad- 
ministration, once said that whenever justice is 
done the Government wins. That is still so and 
it would be a fine thing for the Lehmann prin- 
ciple to guide prosecutors today. 
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To Save Our Heritage 

Everyone who is interested in Missouri's rich 
history will be glad to know that the State 
Historical Society, with headquarters at Colum- 
bia, has decided to survey Missouri's historic 
sites. A project approved last week includes 
an inventory of the nature, location and con- 
dition of historic buildings and sites in the state. 

While local and county historical societies will 
be asked to co-operate, the plan, as announced 
by Dr. Floyd C. Shoemaker, secretary of the 
State society, is based on co-operation with the 
National Park Service through its regional of- 
fice at Omaha. The Missouri survey is to use 
Park Service standards developed for the His- 
toric American Buildings Survey (HABS) begun 
back in 1937. 

Missouri has been inexplicably slow about 
protecting its historic homes and buildings. The 
uncertain fate of the handsome, beautifully-set 
Boone house near Defiance in St: Charles county 
is only too typical of the state’s casual attitude 
toward structures that other states long ago 
would have taken over for the pleasure and 
enjoyment of the people. 

Recently St. Louis county announced the 
creation of a county commission under the 
chairmanship of Charles van Ravenswaay, direc- 
tor of the Missouri Historical Society (of St. 
Louis). It plans a professional survey and if 
the statewide survey, launched at Columbia, is 
also professionally competent, Missouri will still 
save structures that ought to be preserved. 

As the population tables show, Missouri needs 
to make itself more attractive and interesting 
and one of the ways to do it is to show a proper 
regard for its historical heritage. Gov. Blair 
could give this effort needed impetus by ap 
pointing a commission of interested citizens 
as the 1945 State constitution anticipated. 
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Lloyd Morey’s Public Service 


Lloyd Morey, who was pressed into service 
as Auditor of Illinois after the resignation of 
that master looter, Orville E. Hodge, has com- 
pleted a year of service with the State Goy- 
ernment at Springfield and returned to private 
life. The rest that Dr. Morey will now enjoy 
is well-earned. When the Hodge scandals broke 
into the open, Lloyd Morey was president- 
emeritus of the University of Illinois where he 
had already served beyond the retirement age. 

Stratton knew Dr. Morey’s national rep- 
utation as a university comptroller and chose 
him to rehabilitate the office that Hodge had 
so shamelessly betrayed.

Mao’s New Doctrine 


For a large item, Mao Tse-tung of 
Communist China has abandoned the 
Soviet doctrine that the path of prog- 
ress for an underdeveloped country can 
and should be concenjration on heavy 
industry. In place of this doctrine he 
has substituted the new one (new for 
Communists) that there is a balance be- 
tween agriculture, light industry, and 
heavy industry, and that to minimize 
any one of the three is to risk throwing 
the whole structure of a state out of 
balance. 


This has major implications to the re- 
lations of China with the Soviet Union, 
with the European satellites, and with 
the other underdeveloped countries of 
Asia and Africa.

World Revolt on Nuclear Tests 


The popular revolt against nuclear 
testing is universal, and is being heed- 
ed, if reluctantly, by all governments 
everywhere. The restlessness of small 
powers under big-power leadership ex- 
ists in both East and West. The con- 
cern about the danger of inflation is as 
great in Moscow as it is in Washington, 
London, Paris, or Bonn. 

Somehow the great problems of na- 
tional and human relations exist in a 
new context. In all great capitals the 
men of state have been confronted by 
facts which no longer fit their old 
theories. 

American capitalism, as it exists, has 
long since ceased to resemble capitalism 
as it was preached. The same igs true 
of the Communist world where Karl 
Marx might begin today to feel slightly 
comfortable but Joseph Stalin would be 
unable to believe his eyes and ears. 

The most important feature of all of 
these things is that everywhere the men 
of state are, in greater or lesser degree 
and with greater or lesser reluctance, 
adjusting their plans, purposes, and 
policies to facts. 


New Forces and the Future 


From this flows a most important 
conciusion. For years both we and the 
Soviets have thought we knew the 
other's intentions and future courses of 
action. We of the West have planned 
our actions on our estimates of what 
they intend, and vice versa. 

But dogmatic intent ceases to be any 
real measure of what we can expect. 
We no longer can anticipate what the 
Kremlin will try to do 20, 10 or even 
five years from now because we .can 
no more anticipate the future form and 
direction of Soviet society than can the 
men of the Kremlin. 

They, like we, are riding new forces 
into an unpredictable future. No one 
can be sure where these forces will 
carry the policies and purposes of any 
great country in the world today. 

A reporter must regret leaving a fa- 
miliar vantage point from which to 
study these vast changes. But he looks 
forward with equal and balancing an- 
ticipation to a new vantage point, for 
the change is universal equally im- 
portant in all its manifestations.

Pinning down responsibility 
for the so-called “wage-price 
spiral” is a subjective matter.

McDonald, president of the 
United Steelworkers of Amer- 
ica, said, “Steel management 
leads the field in the irresponsi- 
bility of its pricing policies 
which have contributed to the 
rising trend of prices for more 
than a decade.” 


The net profits of the United 
States Steel Corp. so far this 
year, McDonald said, are run- 
ning at an annual rate of $461,- 
900,000. He said the increased 
labor charges to be incurred 
this year under last year’s 
three-year contract would cost 
the company $51,500,000 and 
that after tax adjustments the 
corporation would have an in- 
dicated 1957 net profit ef $437,- 
000,000.

Steel Executive’s View. 


In a recent interview in the 
magazine U.S. News & World 
Report, President Joseph L. 
Block of the Inland Steel Co. 
was asked: 

“Where is this spiral going to 
end? If labor keeps adding and 
you keep adding to prices, what 
is going to be the end result?” 

“I wish I knew,” Block said. 
“I’m not as concerned about the 
spiral per se as about the re- 
lationship. If you had everything 
in proper perspective—which 
you don’t—if everything was in 
nice proper balance, then you 
could say that labor advances 
could go on directly in propor- 
tion to productivity without ever 
raising the price again, but you 
haven't got that. Your labor 
costs have gone up substantially 
more than your steel prices.” 

The key to an important as- 
pect of the question of wages, 
prices and inflation is “pro- 
ductivity,” a complex subject 
about which not too much is 
known. “Productivity” crops up 
endlessly in labor-management 
negotiations. In his State of 
the Union message last Jan. 10 
President Eisenhower took note 
of the subject by stating: 

“If our economy is to remain 
healthy, increases in wages and 
other labor benefits, negotiated 
by labor and management, must 
be reasonably related to im- 
provement in productivity. 
Such increases are beneficial, 
for they provide wage earners 
with greater purchasing power. 
Except where necessary to cor- 
rect obvious injustices, wage 
increases that outrun  pro- 
ductivity, however, are an in- 
flationary factor.” 

Plea by Eisenhower. 


At his press conference | 


Wednesday Mr. Eisenhower re- 
peated this thought. In plead- 
ing for “statesmanlike action” 
by business and labor, the Pres- 
ident said business should ap- 
prove a price rise only when it 
is “absolutely necessary in or- 
der to continue to get the kind 
of money they need for the ex- 
pansion demanded in this coun- 
try” and at the same time labor 
should demand wage increases 
“that conform roughly to the 
increase in productivity of the 
individual.” 

The Department of Labor 
concedes the need for additional 
studies of productivity, which 
is the relation of units of out- 
put to units of input, but com- 
plains that it does not. have 
enough money to do the needed 
work. It has published only one

“At this point a comparison 
can be made between produc- 
tivity and either of the two 
earnings estimates. From the 
viewpoint of labor’s share in 
the real gains in productivity 
achieved during the postwar 
period, the more appropriate 
comparison would be with earn- 
ings adjusted to reflect real 
purchasing power. On questions 
of changes in labor costs and 
other costs of production, the 
actual payments to labor in the 
current dollars of the given 
year should be used. 


Table Shows Variance. 


“An accompanying table indi- 
cates that the increase in out- 
put per employe man-hour be- 
tween 1947 and 1956 was about 
26 per cent, less than the in- 
crease in real earnings during 
the same period, regardless of 
the inclusion or exclusion of 
the supplements to wages and 
salaries. 

“It is important to note, how- 
ever, that between 1947 and 
1952 real product per man-hour 
inereased more than real hourly 
earnings (excluding supple- 
ments), 


“By 1953 real earnings had 
about caught up with the in- 
crease in productivity, they re- 
mained in line through 1955, 
and it was not until 1956 that 
real earnings definitely ex- 
ceeded productivity. Real earn- 
ings, including supplements, 
oveftook productivity somewhat 
earlier and have remained 
ahead since 1954. 


“The increase in average 
hourly compensation in current 
dollars represents an increase 
in labor costs only to the ex- 
tent-that it exceeds the in- 
crease in productivity (real 
product per man-hour). This is 
true because unit labor costs 
are affected not only by the in- 
crease in compensation per 
hour, but also by the number 
of man-hours required per unit. 


“It is in this sense that pro- 
ductivity is a crucial element 
in the wage-cost-price relation- 
ship. It represents the margin 
within which wage increases 
can be granted without increas- 
ing production costs or curtail- 
ing the amount available for 
other income payments. 

“With this relationship as a 
background, the figures indi- 
cate that average hourly com- 
pensation in current dollars in- 
creased much more than pro- 
ductivity during the postwar 
period. The former increased 
by about 61 per cent, the latter 
by 26 per cent, leading to an 
increase in employe compensa- 
tion per dollar of real product 
of about 28 per cent.”

Under the proposal, a citizen 
of the United States, “by volun- 
tary, deliberate action to be 
substantiated by affi- 
davits” could divest himself of 
government protection while 
visiting a particular foreign 
=e or region, Hennings 
said. 


He said this might achieve a 
maximum of world travel by 


Americans free of “illogical” re- 


| strictions while at the same time 
recognizing “the realities of 
present world conditions.” 


Address at Cornell. 


Hennings made the proposal 
in a speech prepared for the 
summer conference on inter- 
national law at Cornell Law 
School in Ithaca, N. Y. The text 
of the speech was released by 
his office in Washington.

death—including petty theft and poach- 
ing—numbered more than 300, the pub- 
lic hangings on Tyburn Hill were al- 
ways attended in force by actual and 
potential law-breakers. And at the very 
moment when a pickpocket was being 
strangled on a gibbet, the pickpockets at 
large were emptying the pockets of the 
bemused onlookers.

Affectionately Remembered 
Nancy Cunard’s Happy Memories of George Moore

NANCY CUNARD has good rea- 
sons for remembering George Moore 
affectionately. She was a very little girl 
during those fine Edwardian years at 
the turn of the century when, 48 and 
“famous already,” he was a cordially 
welcomed and frequent visitor in her 
parents’ country home at Nevill Holt in 
Leicestershire; and she knew him as 
avuncular friend, mischievous tease, 
confidant, literary adviser, bon vivant, 
inspired talker, connoisseur of art, walk- 
ing companion and the like for the last 
30 years of his life. 


Her memories of him, “diffusely 
scattered about the purlieus of Holt” 
or “contained with precision inside the 
framework of walks and occasions,” are 
sunny, kindly, and charming. Others 
have written differently of him: Lit- 
erary critics have snapped at his con- 
fused sense of values, his virtually equal 
capacity for truth and untruth, his 
swings from companionability§ to 
caddishness, his silliness and yet his un- 
expected simplicity and engaging charm. 
They have recognized his candid self- 
portraiture as a supreme tribute to his 
‘artistic integrity’ but have also called it 
the discharge of a strain of stark in- 
sensibility. They have found his career 
as sinuous and unaccountable as his own 
personality, and have been offended, un- 
objectively stirred, by his manysided- 
‘ness, his refusal to be tagged and 
.pigeonholed. 

Wit, malice, perversity, impishness, 
insinuation: he manifested all of these. 
At Moore Hall in Galway he had learned 
more from stablemen and bookmakers 
“than at school; in the Paris of the 1880s 
‘he had loosed his youthful energies in 
-the Tuxurious and sensual life so abun- 
‘dant there. But when he discovered the 
joys of writing he became a genuine 
artist rather than a fake bohemian. He 
scorned reticence, to be sure: His candor 
was Rousseau-like; but he had humility,

ONE OF THE TWO or three most 
romantic figures of America’s most ro- 
mantic war, Stonewall Jackson has now 
received his finest and best-balanced 
treatment to date, in a stirring, life- 
scaled presentation which amply de- 
serves all the wide attention it will al- 
most certainly receive. 

Few have had a career like that of 
the little-known oddity of a Virginia 
professor who ascended almost over- 
night to fame as one of the world’s 
greatest soldiers of all time. Not many 
have lived a life of such contrasts of 
light and shade, tragedy and glory, 
frustration and vaulting celebrity—and 
few have died under such dramatic cir- 
cumstances at the zenith of soaring 
deeds. 

There are two ways to do a biography 
of Thomas Jonathan Jackson. One, often 
used, consists in playing up, exag- 
gerating the man’s admitted peculiar- 
“ities, offering him as the grotesque 
scarecrow of the caricatures. The other, 
a harder technique, lies in going behind 
the facade, in seeking to find the hu- 
man motives, the conflicting forces 
which made him. The value of Dr. Frank 
Vandiver’s big, teeming book is that the 
author sees Jackson always as a man, 
whole and as completely as it is pos- 
sible today to see him. 

‘THIS IS an enthusiastic work, shot 
through with a warm feeling for its sub- 
ject, partisan perhaps in the best sense

OFFICER GODDARD,

criminal mind in tracking 
down the gangsters, hoodlums 
and thieves of early nine- 
teenth century England. 


He knew how to write an 
interesting police report, too. 


His memoirs, presented only._ 


with added punctuation and 
paragraphing and arranged in 
chronological order, have an 
English flavor, reminiscent of 
Daniel Defoe’s “Moll Flan- 
ders.” It is an elusive flavor 
that up-taglate historical nov- 
elists seem unable to imitate. 


Thirty-four cases on which 
Goddard worked are present- 
ed here. All are authenticated 
by British author Patrick 
Pringle from newspaper clip- 
pings and official records. Mr. 
Pringle’s footnotes add inval- 
uable depth. 


THE MEMOIRS came to 
public notice in 1949 when 
one of Goddard's descendants 
made them available to a 
museum established at Lon- 
don’s Bow street district 
police station in observance 
of the second centenary of 
the founding of the Bow 
Street Runners.

The reader cannot escape 
the conclusion that there 
really is little new under the 
sun insofar as criminals and 
criminal detection are con- 
cerned. Goddard, like many 
a policeman since, always ex- 
amined the immediate crime 
scene closely. Often he un- 
covered clues that indicated 
an “inside job” (twice he con- 
vieted the butler) or led to a 
criminal not far from the 
inside. 


He had a_ rudimentary 
knowledge of ballistics, using 
this science to detect peculiar 
markings on discharged pistol 
balls and in scars made by 
burglar tools. Once he dis- 
proved a butler’s story of 
having exchanged shots with 
a gang of thieves. The butler 
confessed to being the thief 
after Goddard showed beyond 
a doubt that all the shots 
came from the servant’s own 
pistol. 


SOME OF THE criminals 
caught by Goddard ended 
on the gallows shortly there- 
after. England had little 
regard for burglars and fire- 
bugs in the 1820s, not taking 
into account age or previous 
crimes. A 17-year-old firebug, 
tracked down by Goddard, 
was hanged three days after 
the trial. The fact that the 
youth also enjoyed the sadis- 
tic pleasure of torturing small 
birds and animals was intro- 
duced to clinch the argument 
that hanging was proper.

WHEAT PRICE CLIMB

Paradoxes and Contradictions _ 
Mark Nation’s 6-Month Business 


By WALTER BREEDE JR. 


NEW YORK, June 29 (AP). 4 


INDING UP the first six months of 1957, the nation’s 
business this week presented a study in paradoxes and 


contradictions. 


The paradox—perhaps more 
apparent than real—was that 
costs and prices kept going up 
while money and credit re 
ed scarce and goods flowed from 
the nation’s factories and farms 
in ever-increasing abundance, 

Steel Industry Example, 

A case in point was the steel 
industry which—at a time of 
surplus production and lagging 
demand—ordered a 4 per cent 
boost in prices. Even as an- 
nouncement of the $6 a ton in- 
crease was being made in the 
offices of the steel companies, 
production in blast furnaces and 
open hearths was being slowed 
because of a decline in new 
orders. 


Steelmakers said the price in- 
crease was made necessary by 
rising labor costs. United States 
Steel Corp. said its multi- 
million-dollar payroll would 
jump 6 per cent July 1—the 
effective date for a new round 
of automatic pay increases. 
Since 1940, big steel said, its 
labor costs have climbed 250 
per cent and prices of the goods 
and services it buys have 
zoomed 315 per cent. 

The problem of rising costs 
and sagging sales was evident 
on other fronts this week. Turn- 
ing to price increases as a cure 
were manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles, appliances, aluminum, 
gasoline and heating oil. 

A Strange Inflation. 

It was this strange inflation, 
which seemed to lack the tra- 
ditional causes of inflation, that 
had set the dominant tone for 
the economy during the first 
six months of 1957. 

Some observers called it a 
“cost-push” inflation to distin- 
guish it from the traditional in- 
flation. In the usual, old-style 
type of inflation, prices are 
forced upward because people

Here again, though, you ran 
smack into the cost-price fac- 
tor. A good share of the in- 
crease in gross national product 
mid-way through 1957 stemmed

The extinction of Jordan

Middle East war. For the time 
being, assistance to Jordan has 
dispelled this danger. 

Syria and Egypt did not in- 
vite Richards to visit them and 
the Sudan received him coldly 
and did not ask for any money. 

Libya, with a population of 
1,300,000 and a per capita in- 
come of $35, was handed $9, 
000,000, an addition of 20 per 
cent to its per capita incomé. 
How much has been given Libya 
in the past has not been re- 
vealed. 

There’is no question but that 


. Libya needs this help, nor of its 


value. It separates Nasser and 
his ambitions from Tunis, Al- 
geria and Morocco. 

Vital Air Base There. 

Wheelus Air Force Base in 
Libya, is the headquarters of 
United States Air Forces in the 
Mediterannean and Middle East 
and is our largest air base in 
the area. No information is 
available as to how much other 
assistance, in addition to this 
“special” assistance has been 
given Libya, nor of the justifi- 
cation for it. 

Tunis, a friend of the West 
and an early upholder of the 
Eisenhower Doctrine, was given 
only $3,000,000 in addition to 
$5,000,000 in economic aid 
previously allocated. Prime Min- 
ister Habib Bourguiba, one of 
the stanchest Arab supporters 
of the West, was outraged. 

However, he was in a fight 
with France over the movement 
of French troops in Tunis in 
connection with the Algerian 
revolution. France had withheld 
its promised subsidy as an in- 
centive to Bourguiba to come 
to terms. Had we given any 
large amount to Tunis it would 
have appeared to have been in- 
tended to undermine France. 

Morocco, where the United 
States has four air bases and 
where we are trying to negoti- 
ate a continuation of the base 
agreement made with the 
French, received $20,000,000. 
France is also supplying sub- 
stantial sums for economic aid. 
Morecco needs a great deal of 
help to become truly indepen- 
dent and self-supporting. It 
prefers its partnership with 
the West to the pictures of 
Arab greatness spun by Nasser. 

Ethiopia Important Facter. 

Ethiopia, that strange, 
ancient Christian black king- 
dom, was given $5,000,000, and 
for better reasons than ‘most 
Americans realize. Ethiopia is 
the oldest independent Negro 
state in Africa and ranks high 
in prestige among the black 
races of Africa. 

With the Soviet Union edging | 
into Africa and playing its 


he omg rn themes tailored for \ 


egro ears, it is well to con- 
solidate our relations with our 
friend, the Emperor Hailie 
Selassie. . 

The United States has 
several hundred communica- 
tions personnel in Ethiopia. 
Ethiopian forces are being 
trained by Norwegians and 
Swedes hired, by them. The 
Scandinavians are doing an ex- 
cellent job. 

Ethiopians are backward, but 
are proud and race conscious. 
Some of them have suffered 


indignities in the United | 


States and will not come here 
for technical training. They are 
willing to go to Europe and are 
being sent there. 


The Richards mission seems | 


to be well justified, even in the 
light of the small amount of 
information available. 

Unquestionably, most of the 
Mutual Security Program also 
is of great long-range advan- 
tage to the United States. But 
how are the public and the Con- 
gress to know this and support 
it, if its value is hidden and 
unexplained behind a mumbo- 
jumbo of secrecy?

Commercial TV fas what Bredin thinks is a brilliant 
program Sunday afternoons called “Free Speech.” “Two 
fairly outrageous people on the Labor side (of Parliament) 
and two fairly owtrageous people on the Conservative side 
thrash out the main news story of the week.” Here again 
there are some conspicuous differences between us and the 
British. Where here television has been an enormous help to 
the careers of some politicians—after all, it made a presi- 
dential candidate out of Estes Kefauver—it is a hindrance 
in England where people who get a little too conspicuous 
lose caste. “You can be sure that an MP who is big on tele- 
vision has not got a great future i: government.”

Britain, incidentally, has its own Mike Wallace, 
a brilliant lawyer and former president of the Ox- 
ford Union named Robin Day, who is known as “the 
toughest reporter in England.” Day asks such 
searching, frequently inflammatory questions that 
one day, when he announced that his next guests 
would be some old-age pensioners, people in living 
rooms all over England turned to one another and 
said: “Now what do you suppose they’ve been up 
to?”

@ BBC IS WORLD FAMOUS for its news—for its objec- 
tivity, impartiality, excellence and the anonymity of its news- 
casters. All these things have been carried over into televi- 
sion but, Bredin thinks, the anonymity has not worked nearly 
as well on television as on radio. BBC’s newscasters, he says, 
are just readers of dispatches prepared by somebody else. 
His own organization on commercial TV has got away from 
this and has developed some personalities who write the 
news in their own styles. Robin Day is one of them. As a 
result, commercial TV has run off with about two thirds of 
the news audience. 

British news shows use a lot of film—up to nine min- 
utes of film in a 13-and-a-half minute show—and Bredin 
thinks they use it better in England than we do. American 
shows, he points out, will have a bit of film showing, say, a 
Soviet ‘tank going up a Hungarian street; meanwhile the 
commentator is talking about the Hungarian situation but 
not necessarily about the tank or what it is doing there. On 
the other hand, the British would have a man on the scene 
describing what is happening in the film. Also, he says their 
news shows include more reporting “in depth” and frequent- 
ly man-on-the-street reaction to news stories, something we 
get only on the most important stories.

Where typical families, by the 
increasing droves, drop off en 
route to the supermarket to 
price a potential family-size 
craft, all sleek and shiny with 
a motor costing maybe $6757 

It is an age that presents 
both a lot of fun and some in- 
creasing pressing problems.

HAT accounts for the 
W astounaing increase of boat- 

ing popularity in this area? 
It simply reflects a national 
trend. The first outboard was 
marketed in 1907. Until World 
War II only 750,000 had been 
sold—but this year, alone, 700,- 
000 will be sold. 

And by the end of this summer 
some 5,200,000 outboards will 
be in use. That's just outboards, 
mind you.

“T did it in nine evenings and 
one Saturday,” he said, and grin- 
ned: “Don't ask me how. I 
never tackled anything like that 
before in my life.”

The local Auxiliary— 
it numbers some 500 members— 
is happy to conduct voluntary 
inspections, issue a decal pro- 
claiming your craft is shipshape. 
It has conducted classes in boat 
safety in the past, will conduct 
more, has safety literature free 
for the asking. And Atchison, 
who himself joined becaused he 
realized his own knowledge was 
limited, and subsequently be- 
came a safety authority, is avail- 
able at PArkview 1-4422. 


Granted that the average 
American can afford a boat if 
he really wants one. But why 
buy a boat, instead of spending 
the money on, say, a handy 
home helicopter or something?

Neither the employes’ finan- 
cial losses nor the sorrows of 
personal and family tragedies 
can be computed. 

That alcoholism {s a progres- 
sive disease is now officially ac- 
cepted by the American Medical 
Association. In fact, govern- 
ment public health authorities 
now term it America’s No. 4 
health problem, closely follow- 
ing diseases of the heart, can- 
cer, and mental health. 


An alcoholic, doctors say, is 
a drinker allergic to alcohol 
once it enters his system. He 
cannot control his drinking, 
even at times when he knows 
well he should. He may have 
gotten that way through many 
years of “normal” g and 
the chemurgy of his body can 
no longer absorb the effects of 
alcohol. Or he may have been 
born that way, with no tolerance 
in his physical system for al- 
cohol. 


It was around 1950 that sev- 
eral leading United States in- 
dustrial companies initiated re- 
habilitation programs for their 
alcoholic employes based upon 
medical findings that not only 
was alcoholism a disease—there 
was also no known cure. Once 
the victim crossed the line in 
his past experierfces from a 
“normal -drinker” to an alco- 
holic, never again could his 
steps he retraced toward becom-

ing a norma! drinker again, dur- 
ing his entire life. 

These industrial programs 
have aimed in helping the alco- 
holic employe once restored to 
physical health understand his 
problem squarely by realizing 
that, if he wants to lead a nor- 
mal life, he can never take 
that first drink again. 

“Alcoholics are no more nu- 
merous in the Du Pont Co.,” 
says Dr. G. H. Gehrmann, 
former medical director of the 
company, “than they are in any 
other corporation, or in the 
population at large. Du Pont 
however, was one of the first 
companies to see alcoholism as 
a disease and to set up a plan 
to help sufferers.”

R. JOHN L. NORRIS, medi-

Kodak Co., recently told a 
Chicago industrial conference 
on alcoholism: 

“A company that says it 
doesn’t have any problem with 
alcoholism among its employes 
today doesn’t know what it is 
talking about.” 

Consolidated Edison Co. of 
New York was one of the early 
pioneers in attacking. the prob- 
lem, In February 1952 the com- 
pany sponsored a rehabilitation 
program for its employes work- 
ing with the New York Uni- 
versity-Bellevue Medical Center. 
Dr. S. Charles Franco of this 
company’s medical department, 


outlines the program’s proce- 
dure: 

“Our supervisors are official- 
ly responsible for detecting the 
occurrences of ‘problem drink- 
ing.” When this happens, the 
employe is first warned, then— 
on recurrence—is sent to the 
medical department for exami- 
nation. If the employe is ad- 
judged to have alcoholic ten- 
dencies, he is asked to volun- 
teer for the industrial clinie 
at University Hospital. 

Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing 
Co. began a program working 
with known disciplinary cases 
among employes in which the 
excessive and apparently impul- 
sive use of alcohol was involved. 
After eight months, a study was 
made to evaluate the results. 
Many heartening accomplish- 
ments were shown, as is indi- 


cated in the accompanying 
chart,

of the National Council on 

Alcoholism, many industrial 
and community clinics are being 
opened throughout the country, 
along with local alcoholism in- 
formation centers, conducting 
programs of public and private 
education, stressing prevention 
and treatment for those need- 
ing help. 

Government agencies have 
been studying the iliness on 
various levels. Most noteworthy 
was the early pioneering of the 
state of Connecticut in setting 
up a Commission on Alcoholism 
to work with business and com- 
munity groups in that state and 
which established, with taxpay- 
ers money, a rehabilitation cen- 
ter for alcoholics, working 
closely with the Yale University 
Center of Alcohol Studies. 


Today, the alcoholic is as- 
sured that individuals — some- 
times including his employers— 
have seen fit to help him in his 
personal battle. The sense of 
guilt and shame that is the 
companion of alcoholism begins 
to dissolve because the support 
given by outstanding people is 
most persuasive evidence that 
alcoholism is a disease and not 
a disgrace. 

Yvelin Gardner, associate di- 
rector of the National Council 
on Alcoholism, sums up the 
situation today: 

“The alcoholic sees himself 
now carrying his weight along 
with all of us who, in one way 
or another, bear the economic 
and tax ‘burdens of the great 
manpower losses as well as hos- 
pital, court, institutional and 
other costs of alcoholism.”

the table. 

It is the simple matter 
of getting a cigarette stub 
out of the child's mouth 
before it swallows it and 
becomes ill, and taking 
away from the child a 
packet of matches or a 
knife or scissors.

KEEPING AN EYE on a.2-year-old, to be effective, 
should include hiding all the wash rags in the various bath- 
rooms before the child has a chance to run off with them, 
renioving bowls of flowers from occasional tables before 
they are knocked over and making the: child sit down in 
its high chair before it loses ‘its balance and topples over 
the edge. 

While an eye is being kept on the child it is essential

The fascinating wife of the 
French ambassador could prob- 
ably charm the Suez canal 
away from Egypt’s morose 
Prime Minister Gamal Abdel 
Nasser if she ever put her 
talents to it. 

No one laughs when she sits 


down at the piano! But the en-, 


vied guests at the French em- 
bassy are even happier when 
she trots out her guitar and— 


» eyes sparkling—out-Piafs Edith 


with her enchanting renditions 
of Gallic songs. Her melodic 
voice runs ‘the gamut from 
husky, moody torch songs to 
vivacious, carefree ditties as 
sparkling as the raindrops on a 
Normandy rooftop. 


Music, which surrounds her, 
even brought her love. As 
Mademoiselle Claude Raynaud, 
fresh out of a Parisian finishing 
school, she met the future am- 
bassador while performing a 
singing role in amateur the- 
atrics in Paris. Alphand was 
also singing and delivering 
himself of the imitations with 
which he now enchants Wash- 
ington solons. They were mar- 
ried in 1930, and 10 years later 
had settled in New York where 
he was serving as financial at- 
tache to. the French embassy. 

Then came electrifying news. 
Gen. Charles DeGaulle was or- 
ganizing the Free French forces 
and required Alphand’s services 
as his chief financial adviser. 
It was the era of “kiss the boys 
goodby,” and Alphand departed, 
first for London and then 
North Africa. Later he was to 
negotiate the agreement be- 
tween DeGaulle and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower for the 
administration of France after 
the Allied landing.

ADAME Alphand, who 

liked to eat as well as the 

next one, could not sit 
idly by. To support herself, she 
became a professional singer in 
the better night clubs of New 
York,» After the liberation, she 
continued the highly successful 
career for a time in Paris sup- 
per clubs. 


As a consequence, while 
Claude is new to Washington, 
America is old hat to her. Until 
their recent assignment to, the 
nation’s capital, Alphand had 
served as his country’s ambas- 
sador to the United Nations in 
New York. 

No sooner had Mme. Alphand 
become the chatelaine of the 
famous French embassy here 
than she launched a redecorat- 
ing spree—on her own. Talented 
in all artistic bents, she acted 
as her own decorator to trans- 
form the darkish rooms into a 
riot of brilliant colors. Kelly 
green velvet upholstering now 
vies with light blue satin and 
Chinese reds in the French 
drawing room, against a back- 
drop of cream curtains and red- 
and-green carpeting. 


A former sunroom is now a 
breath-taking solarium with 
chalk-white walls, gray chintz 
curtains, a: black-and-white rug, 
gray upholstering and an ebony 
piano. Taffeta cushions in 
almond green, light blue, and 
red - orange add the typical 
Alphand touch. Only the dining 
room is muted with its gray

John Sherman Cooper have cer- 
tainly helped create one of the 
most fascinating additions to 
Washington's official social 
whirl, The hazel-eyed brunette 
spent her girlhood commuting 
between informal California and 
the fabulous Orsini palace in 
Rome, 

Since her marriage two years 
ago she has presided over the 
embassy in India, bowed to the 
King of Nepal in that remote 
mountain kingdom, campaigned 
35,000 miles in two months 
through Kentucky, and folded 
bandages as a member of the 
Senate Ladies Club. Chic, svelte 
and sophisticated, she also en- 
tertains elegantly in her George- 
town house which dates from 
1800. 

Born in California, Lorraine's 
life underwent an abrupt change 
of pace when her mother, after 
the death of her father, mar- 
ried the Prince Orsini, He was 
the scion of one of Italy's old- 
est feudal families, whose duty 
it was to stand at the right hand 


of the Pope. 
Lorraine, who insists that she 
wasn't “educated” enough to 
land a government job, never- 
theless attended schools here 
and abroad and graduated from 
a finishing school in Florence, 
Italy, while her three brothers 
were making their mark at Ox- 
ford. 

The future Mrs, Cooper first 
married at the age of 17, but 
as a divorcee came to Washing- 
ton in 1947 to seek a career in 
the State Department. The de- 
sired position failed to mate- 
rialize, but two years later while 
dining with Lord and Lady Bal- 
four around the corner from her 
Georgetown home, she met the 
shy Senator from Kentucky.

A leisurely four- 
year courtship ensued while 
Cooper campaigned his way in 
and out of Kentucky politics. 
Once he came to call on Lor- 
raine and her brother in his 
home stamping ground of Lex- 
ington. Louis Rowan, who heads 
the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association, was there 
for the horse sales, but Lor- 
raine was more interested in a 
politician named Cooper.

‘ HE two were married at 
[ Princess Orsini’s home in

diately began a study of Hindi, 
only to diseover that English 
was all that she needed in that 
exotic Jand. 

To say that she charmed the 
Indians was to put it mildly. 
Prime . Minister ‘ Nehru, the 
mystic politician who never 
goes to dinner unless a visiting 
head of state or foreign minis- 
ter is there, nevertheless dined 
at the American embassy simply 
vecause Lorraine invited him. 

When Cooper presented his 

redentials to the King of Ne- 
yal, his wife knew that by tra- 
dition she would be permitted 
to watch only from a veiled bal- 
cony. Nonetheless, the new king 
suddenly reversed tradition and 
asked that Lorraine also be re- 
ceived, Wearing a white suit, 
and completely eclipsed by her 
husband's top hat, cutaway and 
striped pants, she was escorted 
into the coronatian room where 
the king, wearing his famed 
pearl crown topped by birds of 
paradise, graced the throne. 

The honor. was unique. This 
vear, when United States Am- 
bassador Ellsworth Bunker pre- 
sented his credentials as gucces- 
sor to Cooper, women. again 
were excluded, 

Lorraine, new to the ways of 
United States* diplomacy, was 
astounded to discover how much 
an Ambassador's wife must 
know about her own country: 
The Indian women were eager 
to jearn about our hospitals, our 
schools, our home sciences and 
treatment for the blind. No col- 
lege student ever crammed 
harder for an exam. Soon she 
was able to speak with author- 
ity, and to judge university de- 
bates. 

Last summer the Coopers re- 
turned to America to prepare 
for Nehru’s state visit. India 
has not seen them since. While 
here, Republican friends per- 
suaded Cooper to run for the 
Senate seat vacated by~ the 
death of Alben W. Barkley. 

For two hectic months, Lor- 
raine and her husband cam- 
paigned through Kentucky and 
‘never slept ni the same bed 
twice.” Now they are at home 
again, and take it from much- 
traveled Lorrain, home is best.

There 
are also some single women working who have sufficient 
income from investments from inheritance to support them. 
But many married women are working because they feel 
they must supplement the family income. Their husbands 
may be ill and unable to work. Some of the younger ones 
may have husbands still in school preparing for a career. 
Some are supporting their parents because they do not 
want to ask their husband to take on that financial respon- 
sibility. That, however, doesn't solve the problem of too- 
few jobs for the more experienced worker, and many agen- 
cies are working on the problem, trying to spade up more 
work opportunities for those of middle age. And even 
though it won't help a 45-year-old woman obtain a job 
today, let me point out that workers in that age bracket, 
because they are a little on the spot in the employment 
field, would do well to accept as a personal challenge the 
responsibility for doing the very best job they possibly 
ean.

HE “good little black dress,”

Designers give credit to crepe 
for some of their prettiest modes 
for late summer and early au- 
tumn, Features are many two- 
piece street dresses that have 
loosely fitted overblouses and 
pleated skirts. These follow the 
Chanel silhouette so many of 
them completely ignore any in- 
dentation to mark the waistline. 
Simply tailored one-piece dress- 
es are numerous, too, and there 
is a shirtwaist look to many of 
the full-skirted types. 

It is interesting to discover 
that many of these crepe dresses 
were designed for the young 
woman so the matron can claim 
no monopoly upon the vogue 
of crepe. Such junior designers 
as Anne Klein who creates for 
Junior Sophisticates, Madeline 
Fauth and Ellen Kaye are de- 
voting their talents to the softly 
supple material for both day- 
time and after-dark dresses.

About Today 


If you're in the market for a 
house, it’s probably a good time 
to go out now and, if you're in 


a@ position to swing it, make a 
deal. Builders aren’t giving any 
homes away, but, on the other 
hand there hasn’t been a year 
in half a dozen when they’ve 
had it so tough as they have 
had this spring. As a result, if 
you qualify at all as a custo- 
mer, it shouldn't be too tough 
to get what you’re looking for. 

Builders’ problems haven't all 
been caused by the so-called 
tight money market, either. At 
least, not in the St. Louis area. 
Old Man Weather has been as 
much to biame, or more. Rain 
and more rain has slowed down 
development of subdivision 
tracts and delayed building pro- 
cedures, including such final 
touches as getting sod down to 
keep visitors out of the mud. 
And rainy weekends have been 
responsible for keeping many a 
would-be home buyer strictly 
away from house-hunting. 


Something Basic. 


Oddly enough, there couldn't 
be a better time, from a buyer's 
viewpoint, to look at a house. 
In final analysis, although one 
may purchase the place because 
the wife likes the shiny gadgets 
in the kitchen, or the color of 
the false but decorative shut- 
ters at the windows, or “The 
Old Man” likes the size, shape 
and location of the barbecue 
pit, a house still is basically 
shelter, for all that. And what 
better time to find out how 
good a shelter than on some 
rain pelted Sunday afternoon? 
Is the basement dry? Do the 
downspouts drain their load 
away from the foundation 
walls? Is the roof sound and 
are the windows tight? Will the 
driveway stand up under on- 
slaught of water such as St.

Natural Radiation Greater 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Dif- 
ferent building materials give 
off different amounts of natural 
radiation. 

In a wood house, for instance, 
occupants may be exposed to a 
dosage of 80 to 90 millircent- 
gens per year. In a brick house 
the dosage may be 140 milli- 
roentgens, with a still higher 
rate for concrete. 

What, if any, effect this has 
on you or your descendants is 
the subject of a new study un- 
der way by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

People living in wood houses 
are far less exposed to natural 
radiation doses than those liv- 
ing in other types, Atomic En- 
ergy Commissioner Willard F. 
Libby testified at the recent 
hearings of the Joint Atomic 
Energy Subcommittee. 

The lumber industry, happy 
about the low figure for wood, 
makes it clear that no one can 
say that greater radioactivity of 
other materials is in any way 
harmful. 

“From checking with the 
Atomic Energy Commission, we 
verified that there is certainly 
no obvious effect from the 
greater dosages of the non-wood 
materials,” Mortimer B. Doyle, 
executive vice-president of the 
National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association, said. 

He also said that if there are 
any effects at all, they have 
not yet been demonstrated. 

“In fact, the effect of very 
smal) amounts of radiation dos- 
age is the most controversial 
subject at present among the 
scientists,” Doyle explained. 

Dr. Libby told the Committee 
that his reason for citing the 
wide variations in natural radi- 
ation “from our general sur- 
roundings” was to show that 
they are “very large as com- 
pared to the one to five milli- 
roentgens which we receive 
from fallout.” 

“Somehow, even those who 
have known for years about the 
wide variation in natural dos- 
ages have been more concerned

with the study of test fallout 
than of building materials, 
homes, public buildings, school 
rooms, et \cetera,” Dr. Libby 
testified. 


“We have only recently 
started measuring brick and ar- 


ranging for widespread natural 
dosage studies, and most of 
what we know has come from 
studies abroad. For example in 
Sweden, Hultqvist has shown 
that homes of wood give an av- 
erage dose in the center of 
their rooms of 80 to 90 milli- 
roentgens per year, while those 
of brick give 140 and those of 
lightweight concrete with alum 
shale over 200. 

“These numbers are to be 
compared with present United 
States fallout doses—and re- 
member that the United States 
as far as we know is the high- 
est in the world. The present 
United States dosage is one to 
five milliroentgens per year.”

for people living around an 
atomic facility has been defined 
as 500 milliroentgens per year 
by the AEC. However, some 
scientists disagree on the safe- 
ty levels. 


In his testimony, Dr. Libby 
said: “We agree that the in- 


crease in dose from a wide va- 
riety of ordinary experiences 
such as living in the mountains, 
moving from one locality to an- 
other where the difference in 
the uranium and thorium con- 
tent of the ground may be very 
different, living in a brick in- 
stead of a wooden house—all 
these norma] experiences give 
doses which far exceed those 
from fallout. This we all agree 
is so.” 

The AEC is just beginning 
measurements on natural radia- 
tion, Dr. Libby said. “It is a 
queer facet of the present situa- 
tion that we know more about 
fallout dosage than about nat- 
ural dosage,” he declared.

Older House 
Pri€ées Hold

WASHINGTON, D, C. (UP). 


-—The lag in new home con- 
struction has steadied the sell- 
ing price of older houses, a 
survey by realtors discloses. 
The National Association of 


© Real Estate Boards said that 


while sales volume in homes 
built since 1940 is lower than 
a year ago, they are selling for 
around the same price through- 
out the nation. 

The group made its findings 
after a survey of 227 member 
boards. 

The association said 62 per 
cent of members polled pre- 
dicted that prices on relatively- 
modern houses up for sale in 
the months ahead will hold 
steady. 

The remainder of the re- 
sponses were about equally di- 
vided between predictions of a 
price slump and an increase. 

Prospects Good, 

The survey found that the 
older house is in a “strongly 
competitive” position with new 
homes, largely due to the “tight 
money” mortgage market and 
spiraling construction and land 
costs. Both of these factors 
have been blamed for the slow- 
down in new home building. 

Moreover, the association 
members believe the prospects

Consumer Price Rise. 

Consumer prices have climbed 
almost 4 per cent since April 
1956. The average city house- 
wife now pays nearly $1.04 to 
buy the goods and services that 
cost $1 a little more than a 
year ago. 

This means the buying power 
eof the consumer dollar has 
dwindled by about a third of a 
penny a month. There may be 
further increases in consumer 
prices in the next two or three 
months, then a late-summer 
lull, followed by another season 
upturn late in the fall. The 
cost of living, of course, is tied 
directly to the buying power of 
the consumer dollar. Each time 
the cost of living hits a new 
high, the dollar’s buying power 
drops to a new low. 

Inflationary forces may spend 
themselves, some suggest, about 
the time snow flies. 

Wages meantime should keep 
on rising, the .economists re- 
port. 

Recent wage settlements 
have resulted in increases aver- 
aging a bit above 10% cents 
om slightly more than for 
jast ‘year, and millions of 
workers have seen their pay- 
checks fattened by automatic 
“escalator” boosts geared to 
the rise in living costs.

Although prices, profits and 
earnings have risen, the actual 
physical output of mines, mills 
and factories has merely held 
even for the last six months. 
The growth has been supplied 
by trade and the service indus- 
tries—items like transportation, 
power, construction and a mul- 
titude of consumer services. 

While total employment has 
made respectable gains, manu- 
facturing activity has declined 
2 per cent from December. Fac- 
tory employment has dropped 
for six successive months, and 
the factory work-week has 
grown shorter. IH now aver- 
ages below 40 hours—about an 
hour and a half less than in the 
December season peak. 

While indtstry continues to 
pour. billions of dollars into 
new plant and equipment, steel 
and some other basic industries 
are operating at substantially 
less than capacity. 

Such facts as these caused 
business jitters early in the 
year. The Administration’s top 
advisers remained relatively 
calm, and now they feel their 
optimism was vindicated. “Plus 
signs,” they report, are increas- 
ingly evident on the economic 
charts.

vies of 18 countries, lined up in two 14- 
mile-long columns. Three review ships, 
led by the U.S.S. Canberra with Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson aboard, 
passed slowly between the columns to 
take the salutes of white-garbed officers 
and sailors manning the sides. 

The review was organized as part of 
the Jamestown Festival, which this year 
celebrates the 350th anniversary of the 
founding of the first permanent English 
settlement in North America. The State 
Department invited 27 countries. 

The 17 accepting were Belgium, Can- 
ada, Colombia, Cuba, Denmark, Domin- 
ican Republic, France, Great Britain, 
Italy, The Netherlands, Norway, Peru, 
Portugal, Spain, Turkey, Uruguay and 
Venezuela. Those who declined were 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Ecuador, Greece, 
Haiti, Ireland, Mexico, Sweden and West 
Germany. 

Nations invited, according to the 
State Department, were ’. . . those Eu- 
ropean countries having fleets who par- 
ticipated in the development of the West- 
ern Hemisphere . . . all countries in the 
Western Hemisphere maintaining fleets 
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and those countries in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization that have fleets.” 

In the vast armada were 81 United 
States ships and submarines, 33 foreign 
vessels. the visitors, France sent the 
largest contingent—six ships, including 
the aircraft carrier Bois Belleau. The 
British also sent a carrier, the Ark Royal, 
and two fleet escort ships. Remaining 
guest navies were represented by one 
or two ships. 

Only two other international naval 
reviews have been held by the United 
States. The first was in New York Har- 
bor in 1893, celebrating Chicago's Colum- 
bian Exposition. President Grover Cleve- 
land reviewed a fleet with ships from 
eight foreign navies and the US. 

The second review was in 1907. Like 
this year’s, it was off the Norfolk Naval 
Base, celebrating the Jamestown Tercen- 
tennial Exposition. President Theodore 
Roosevelt reviewed the fleet with ships 
from six countries. 

Largest international review, in num- 
ber of ships, was that held off Spithead, 
England, in honor of Queen Elizabeth's 
Coronation in 1953. The number of guest 
nations was 1l6—one less than this 
month's Norfolk review—but there were 
about 200 ships.

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Shift in Air Patterns Caused Heavy Storms 
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High-Pressure Area in South Moved East, Moist Gulf 


Air Flowed North—Surface, Upper Air Trends Involved: 
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ARLY THIS YEAR some basic changes began to develop in the 
pattern of air activity that governs St. Louis weather — changes 
that were to make themselves violently felt in spring storms. De- 
spite the tragic co ences of some of the storms, the shifts have 
upset a general weather picture that broughi five years of drouth. 
During that time moisture deficie mounted to 48 inches—equivalent 
to 15 months of normal rainfall. long as the new pattern holds, 
normal or above normal precipitation can be expected. 

The changes, shown on the maps, have taken place at two levels. 
The pathway of the upper-air flow (that above 10,000 feet) has been 
altered radically. Storm centers at surface level tend to run parallel

to the upper-air route. Also at the surface, a prevalent high - pressure 
area in the South has moved eastward. This has opened an inviting 
expressway for warm, moist air from the Gulf of Mexico to follow as 
it flows toward the low - pressure (storm) areas. 

When a Gulf flow encounters cold air moving toward the storm 
centers from the north or west, rain results: Occasionally during the 
spring these meetings turned into collisions, causing tornadoes and 
torrential downpours. During the drouth years the high - pressure for- 
mation, by its prevailing westward location, had repeatedly shut St. 
Louis off from the rain-giving Gulf air. 

These maps are based on data compiled by the Weather Bureau's

district forecast center at Kansas City. The center provides regional 
forecast information for eight states, including Missouri. (To make 
local forecasts, the St. Louis Weather Bureau office uses data from the 
center together with its own observations of conditions here.) 

What the maps show are long-term general patterns. There are 
day-to-day variations. For example, the Gulf air was not cut off at 
all times during the drouth years. Nor has its flow been unrestricted 
since the pattern changed. Among the many unknowns in the weather 
picture is whether the upper-air shifts cause the surface conditions to 
change or whether surface conditions cause upper - air shifts—and even 
more basic, what forces set the changes in motion.

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New Federal Highways

SPIRITED BATTLE OVER BILLBOARDS is being waged in connection 
with the planned 41,000- mile federal highway system. Some motor- 
ists may come to accept billboards, limerick signs, roadhouses 

and hamburger stands as part of the normal highway landscape. But 
there are others who do not believe that it is the inalienable right of bill- 
boards to confront the motorist at many turns in the road. 

In June 1956, the Federal - Aid Highway Act was passed. Hailed by 
its sponsors as the largest road - building project in history, it provides for 
$33,480,000,000 to be spent during the next 13 years to da 41,000- mile 
network of ag or pees that will link 42 state capitals and most cities 
of more than 50,000 population. The Federal Government will pay about 
90 per cent of the cost and the states about 10 per cent. 

For the advertiser, the new highway system could be a road paved 
with gold. The most active groups working for the right to advertise along 
the new highways are the Outdoor Advertising Association of America, 
the Roadside Business Association, the Carpenters, Electrical Workers and 
Sign Painters unions, and the soft drink, liquor and gas and oil interests. 

Against cluttering the highways are the American Automobile Asso 
ciation, the American Planning and Civic Association, the National Coun- 
cil of State Garden Clubs, the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, the 
American Association of Nurserymen, many civic leaders and highway 
authorities. 

In Congress, billboard proponents still appear to have the upper hand, 
despite a vigorous stand by some members against the advertising signs. 
Several bills have been introduced to keep billboards off the superhigh- 
way network, but there is no great drive behind any of the measures. One 
stringent proposal in the Senate has been weakened greatly by the Public 
Roads subcommittee, in a clear victory for the pro-b d lobby. 

Chief arguments against allowing uncontrolled boards along the pro- 
posed highway — are that they would always mar, often deface, the 
scenic beauty and that they would be a safety hazard. 

It is now possible to drive the 830- mile distance between the er 
Washington Bridge at New York City to the outskirts of Chicago entirely 
along cease ign oing oay roads without encountering a traffic stoplight, 
sharp curves, stee ls, rail crossings, road - level intersections. V y 
the entire way is free of advertising billboards. 

Those in favor of billboards along the highway claim that the adver- 
tising prohibition would curtail or even drive out of business the existing 
motels, restaurants, gas stations and other roadside establishments that 
would be adjacent to the new highway. However, the no-advertisin 
proponents say that informative signs on the federal highways would te 
the motorist where to turn off for various types of accommodations. - 
other argument advanced for billboards is that they keep the driver awake, 
break the monotony of driving.

This Thursday Americans will celebrate our nation’s 
18 1st birthday. Most of us are inclined to take July 4 
as a matter of course, forgetting that there have been 
other Fourths which offered little outward reason to 
congratulate ourselves. 

July 4, 1777 — the first anniversary of the Decla- 
ration of Independence ——- was such a day. It came 
during the darkest year of the Revolution. The en- 
thusiasm of 1776 no longer was carrying its full 
original head of steam. This first anniversary was its 
first test of time . 

The day itself was hot and sultry. New York was 
occupied by the British, and under the watchful eyes 
of the redcoats a public celebration was out of the 
question, although patriots and friends of the Ameri- 
can cause perhaps remembered the occasion and drank 
secret toasts in the privacy of their homes. Boston was 
free of British troops, but apparently no effort was 
made there to hail the anniversary in public. The city 
of Washington, of course, did not yet exist. 

Even in Philadelphia, which proudly regarded itself 
as the cradle of American liberty, the event received 
scant attention until July 3, when it was decided that 
the Continental Congress would adjourn and hold a 
grand feast in celebration. 


Washington in a Dilemma 


Congress had had its troubles during the year. 
When the British took Trenton in December, Congress 
had fled to Baltimore to carry on the war. Washington 
crossed the Delaware and drove the British out of 
Trenton. In March Congress returned to Philadelphia. 

Now, after sparring with Lord Howe in northern 
New Jersey, Washington waited in Morristown to 
study the British commander’s next move. From New 
York, Howe could go up the Hudson Valley to join 
Burgoyne, who was moving down from Canada (and 
soon would take Fort Ticonderoga ) in an effort to cut 
New England off from the rest of the colonies; or he 
might go south to sail up the Delaware and attack 
Philadelphia. From Morristown, Washington could 
jump off after Howe in either direction — though 
there was little he could do to stop him. 

“Slow communications prevented Philadelphians 


from knowing all this, and they proceeded happily

with their salute to this newly historic occasion. 

For the first time, the new Republic had its own 
flag, officially adopted on June 14 — a banner bearing 
13 alternate red and white stripes and 13 white stars 
in a blue field. 

In the morning, all the Navy ships in the river 
dressed their colors, and at 1 o'clock their crews were 
ordered to go aloft to stand on the “tops, yards and 
shrowds” in order to make a fine appearance. 

Distinguished guests were received aboard the war- 
ship Delaware to a salute of 13 guns, which was re- 
peated up and down the river by the other armed 
ships. At 3 o'clock, members of Congress went to dine 
in the city tavern, where they were entertained by 
music played by a band of Hessians who had been 
captured at Trenton. 


Bellis Rang Ali Day 


Infantry, cavalry and artillery paraded up and down 
the streets, stopping every now and then to fire loud 
salutes. This went on until dark when all the loyal 
houses in the city displayed lighted candles in their 
windows, while bonfires blazed at street corners. Then 
came a colorful display of fireworks which ended 
with a grand burst of 13 rockets. 

When the celebration ceased, the bells throughout 
the city, which had been kept ringing all day and 
evening, suddenly became silent. The nation’s first 
birthday was over, and the good people of Philadel- 
phia went to bed. 

Menid’s Ghiat wes calling ceckthliy slane. the New 
Jersey coast, and by September the city would be in 
British hands, with the Liberty Bell hauled away to 
be stored secretly in a church cellar in Allentown. 
At year's end, the long, cold, bitter winter of Valley 
Forge was to close in on Washington and his starving 
men, and it was to be four years before the British 
surrender at Yorktown. 

But when the editor of The Pennsylvania Gazette 
wrote of the nation’s first birthday celebration, he 
must have seen beyond these terrible four years, for 
he concluded with the optimistic words: “May the 
4th of July, that glorious and ever memorable day, be 
celebrated throughout all America by the sons of free- 
dom, from age to age, till time shall be no more.”

OOL MAN IN A HOT

WASHINGTON, D.C. 

HETHER You'LL be safe from hydrogen at- 
Ws the next two year's will depend much on 

the white-haired, black-browed general 
whose portrait appears on today’s PARADE cover. He is 
the nation’s No. | airman, Gen. Nathan F. Twining, 
who on August 15 will assume America’s top military 
job: Chairman of the Joint Chiefs. 

In itself this is not a unique honor. The Navy's 
Adm. Arthur Radford has headed the Joint Chiefs four 
years; now it is the Air Force's turn. But Twining 
will be guiding our military apparatus into the missile 
age. Under him, hypersonic speeds will be combined 
for the first time with hydrogen explosives. How to 
keep the safety catch on this frightening combination 
will be his main concern. 

His strategy for meeting the Red missile threat and 
safeguarding the peace will be presented later. On this 
subject, he talked freely to ranape. But about him- 
self, he was silent almost to the point of deprecation. 
His modesty has made him the least-publicized person 
ever appointed to this key post. 

Quiet and considerate, Twining is a natural leader 


beloved by his men, the kind of general they ‘in$tinc- 
tively call by his nickname, “Nate.” Whether facing 
death on a storm-hurled raft or matching wits with the 
Kremlin, he is cool in a crisis. He may show strain by 
pacing the floor or brushing his nose. At home in Ft. 
Myer, Va., he might even grab a golf club and chip 
divots in the living-room rug. But no one has ever 
seen him flustered. : 

Brevity is another Twining trait; he wastes few 
words. Once a press officer brought him an editorial 
attacking the Air Force. Their complete discussion 
ran as follows: 

“Boss, you mad about this?” “Yeh.” “How mad?” 
“Damn’ mad!” 


Grandpa Keeps It Terse 


Twining and his wife, the former Maude McKeever, 
have three children: Richard, a bomber pilot; Nathan, 
Jr., who passed up a military career to study piano; 
and Barbara, who recently became mother of the only 
Twining grandchild. The other day Twining scooped 
up the new baby and gave him a mellow military in- 
spection. 


“How does it feel?” asked Mrs. Twining, beaming. 
“Light.” “I mean how do you feel?” “Great!” 

Coming from the General, this was gushing emo 
tion. | 

Around the Pentagon, Twining gives a false im 
pression of unhurried calm. Actually he wears out 
subordinates who try to keep up with, him. “With 
Nate,” says an admiring associate, “there’s no sweat.” 
Once his wife asked what he did at the office. “I'll tell 
you what I don’t do,” he said. “I don’t stick my feet on 
the desk and gaze out the window.” 

He reads military reports until his eyes dance with 
the rainbow colors they're written on. (Pentagon 
papers come in different colors, representing varying 
degrees of urgency.) Then he discusses what he has 
read at endless conferences. His shift around the Join! 
Chiefs’ table from the Air Force to the Chairman's 
seat won't change, only add to, his work. 

The Chairman of the Joint Chiefs is responsible 
for planning our military strategy. He reviews inte! 
ligence reports from around the world, studies our own 
military strength, evaluates potential enemies’, then 
recommends action to the President — who makes the 
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final decisions. The Chairman has considerable direct 
contact with the President, but technically receives his 
orders through the Secretary of Defense. On most mili- 
tary matters, incidentally, the rec dations of the 
Joint Chiefs are accepted. 

Even at home, Twining has little time to prop up 
his feet. He carries his work with him in a bfief case. 
He is never more than a telephone call away from the 
latest crisis. He can pick up a special phone in his 
dressing room and reach any Air Force base in the 
world. Urgent messages are relayed to him over the 
same phone. When it rings, it flashes a red light and 
sets off buzzers throughout the house. 

During the Suez crisis, the red light kept flickering 
all one night. There was a report that the Russians 
might bomb London and Washington. Though skepti- 
cal, Twining took no chances. He alerted Continental 
Air Defense, then ordered our bombers to stand by 
for possible retaliation. 

His wife had no inkling of what was going on. 
Though she is used to this, she once offered to learn 
more about his work. “The less you know,” he grunted, 
“the better.” : 

Twining’s idea of relaxation is to sip a Scotch and 
soda and listen to classical music on his hi-fi set. For 
complete contentment, he might add a cloud of cigar 
smoke; he smokes six to eight cigars 4 day. He rests 
his mind by reading Westerns or watching movies. He 
operates his own projector (with special attachments 
for showing Cinemascope), and previews films con- 
signed to the armed forces overseas.

Washington more often. His attic is full of heads and 
hides of big game he has bagged. (His prize: a giant 
Kodiak bear, only a few ounces under the biggest ever 
killed in Alaska.) He also is a good golfer, about Ike’s 
caliber, and loves to tinker in his basement workshop. 
But he rarely has time for these activities now. 

In fact, he was taking off so little time that the 
doctor finally ordered him to go on a vacation a couple 
of summers ago. Twining balked. “Too busy,” he 
snorted. His wife pleaded with him, but still he re- 
fused. The following evening, he found she had re- 
moved all her clothes from their bedroom. 

“What's the idea?” he asked. 

“If you're going to kill yourself and I have to live 
alone,” she said sweetly, “I may as well start getting 
used to it by living alone now.” Next day, the General 
arranged to spend a week in Puerto Rico. 

Twining never sought the nation’s highest military 
office. With retirement looming (he will be 60 in Oc- 
tober), he preferred to fade away — if possible, along 
a trout stream or near a golf course. He first tried to 
push his subordinate, Lt. Gen. Thomas White, up 
front. But Twining’s own selection was inevitable; he 
postponed his retirement without protest. 


When Duty Calls 


Talking it over with parape, he shrugged: “I've 
been feeding at the public trough for 40 years. Guess 
I owe the public something.” This was an echo of what 
he told his worried wife when he flew off to fight 
World War II. “My country has invested thousands 
of dollars in me,” he said then. “This is its first oppor- 
tunity to collect any dividends.” 

Temperamentally, Twining differs sharply from 
the man he'll replace. Admiral Radford is volcanic, 
spectacular; Twining never erupts. Instead of dra- 
matic eloquence he will offer the soft-spoken word. But 
the change will be in personality, not policy. On mili- 
tary strategy, the two think alike. Both are air-minded; 
they look at geopolitics from 50,000 feet up. © 

Twining believes air power is peace power. He 
thinks the roar of our bombers, more than the talk of 
our diplomats, keeps the Kremlin in check. The pur- 
pose of preparedness, he says, is to prevent war. He 
considers the obsolete B-36 the first great war-preven- 
tion weapon. It accomplished its mission, he claims, 
without ever dropping a bomb. He thinks our new in- 
tercontinental bombers and missiles will have the 
same restraining effect on Russia. 


Twining warns, however, that we must maintain - 


our strength. “The day the Russians attack us,” he 
says, “will be the day they think we're a pushover.” 
The price of preparedness, he admits, is high — but if 
it prevents the H-bomb from falling on America, it will 
be history's biggest bargain. 

The General believes the Reds will continue to push 
in the direction of least resistance. “The Communists 
are like a bucket of water splashed on the ground,” he 
told parape. “The water runs into the cracks.” Like- 
wise; he expects Communism to move into the cracks 
that develop in the West. He predicts local forces will 
continue the Red conquest, by proxy, against any free 
nation that falters. 

This may result in brushfire wars— which Twining 
believes should be put out quickly with nuclear weap- 
ons. He argues that all weapons are cruel and destruc- 
tive. Hitting immediately and decisively with our most 
effective weapons, he believes, might keep small con-

flicts from spreading. Twining also believes that pull- 
ing back some of our overseas forces may be possible 
in the future. “It costs too much,” he says, “to sit on 
the nest.” To remind Russia we’re not backing down, 
he would send a squadron of bombers occasionally to 
trouble spots. 

Twining will seek to avoid inter-service rivalries. 
As Air Force chief, he ordered his men to keep the 
chips off their shoulders. “Don't pick fights with other 
services,” he commanded. But he won't permit the 
Army or Navy to shoot down his beliefs. 


To Each His Own 


Twining thinks the three services should stick to 
their assigned media: the Army, ground; Navy, sea; 
Air Force, air. For example, he feels the Army should 
be fast, compact and mobile, and its missiles should 
be tailored to the battlefield. Not long ago, he in- 
spected the Army’s giant Jupiter missile at the Florida 
testing range. Turning to an Army general, he snorted: 
“That missile is about as mobile as the Pentagon. 
You'd have trouble moving it across the street.” 

Despite such forthrightness, probably no general 
gets along better with the rival brass than does Twin- 
ing. This may be because of his rather special military 
background — or even in spite of it. 

Nathan Farragut Twining was born in Monroe, 
Wis., one of six sons in a Navy-minded family. He 
was named after an uncle, a rear admiral who Served 
as Adm. William Sims’ chief of staff during World 
War I. Young “Nate” was all set, complete with salty 
middle name, for a naval career. As it turned out, two 
brothers graduated from Annapolis while “Nate” 
never even was enrolled there. (His older brother, 
Robert, now is a retired Navy captain, and a younger 
brother, Lt. Gen. Merrill Twining, is high in the 
Marine Corps. ) Continued on page 10

“Nate” began his military career as 
a National Guardsman on the Mexican 
border in 1916. He took a competitive 
exam to get into West Point and gradu- 
ated with the quickie wartime class of 
1918. After a short career in the in- 
fantry, he transferred to the new Air 
Service. 

In those days the nation’s air arm 
consisted of a few battered, box-kite 
planes. Eventually Twining rolled up 
4,444 hours of single-engine flying 
time; and after 17 lean years of moving 
from post to post, he was promoted 
from lieutenant to captain. But he 
soared up with the Air Corps until he 
entered World War II as a brigadier 
general. He had a reputation for accom- 
panying his men on combat missions. 

Once he was reported dead. The 
B-17 in which he was flying from 
Guadalcanal to the New Hebrides ran 
out of fuel, and had to ditch at night 
in a violent storm. The General and 14 
crew members managed to scramble 
into two rubber rafts. Their total pro- 
visions: a can of sardines, a chocolate 
bar and two canteens of water.

Twining took charge of the smallest, 
wettest command of his career. For six 
days they rode angry seas until a plane 
spotted them. Once a lone albatross 
circled overhead. The ravenously hun- 
gry men grabbed for their guns. But 
ammunition was precious; the General 
ordered them not to fire. He reached 
for his own .45 automatic, took careful 
aim and plugged the bird fhrough the 
head. His share of the kill: the liver. 
He doubts that raw albatross liver ever 
will become a gourmet’s item. 


Bombs Away! 


Later that year the General swung 
through Washington expecting rest 
leave. Instead, he got command of the 
15th Air Force in Italy and planned 
bomb raids ‘on the Balkans, including 
the famous Ploesti raids. Later he com- 
manded the 20th Air Force, which 
dropped the first atomic bomb. In May, 
1950, he came back to Washington. 
- Under Twining, the armed forces 
will continue building toward the fan- 
tastically complex era of the hypersonic 
missile and the hydrogen bomb. s

However, John has access to the family 
car, and that saves a good deal of wear and 
tear. He usually can have it for dates, too.

And get- 
ting his own date home on time is no prob- 
lem with the car. 

There is only one thing John is adamant 
about on the subject of dating: He wants a 
date who can carry on a conversation easily 
and without embarrassment. He is “not much 
of a talker” himself, so he likes the girl to 
take the initiative. If she does, he usually can 
carry the ball from there. 

When I asked him whether he-was both- 
ered by the kind of girl who chatters con- 
stantly, he said, “Not really.” 

In fact,-I think John rather prefers the girl 

who manages, whether naturally or through 
practice, to have something to say most of the 
time.

A wide straight road, a careful 


driver—then sudden death. This 


is the story of a typical highway fatality... 


ACCIDENT NO.52420 


by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


Between Belleville and Breese in southern 
Illinois, U.S. Highway 50-stretches 32 
miles across level farmland with scarcely 
a rise or wrinkle. It is just an ordinary 
highway with the usual billboards and 
shaving-cream signs. State highway engi- 
neers consider it relatively safe. 

On a raw evening last March on this 
ordinary road, an everyday guy and care- 
ful driver named Vincent Thien, a con- 
struction foreman bound home from work 
in Belleville, pushed east toward Breese. 
At 7:38 he was two miles from the town 
of 2,300, where his family waited. Two 
minutes later, his 1955 Buick edged off 
the highway, crunched into a culvert and 
spun into a field. Thien spilled out onto 
the shoulder. Seven nights after that, on 
April 1, Vince Thien died. 

In Breese, Marie Thien, widowed after 
15 years of “everything a woman could 
want,” gathered her six children to her 
and told them in a tearful but straightfor- 
ward way: “Daddy is dead.” 

In Belleville, a city of 33,000 across the 
Mississippi from St. -Louis, @ heavy- 
hearted contractor named Hilbert Fournie 


wondered how to replace a light-hearted 
man who had been his right arm. 

In Springfield, clerks keeping the state 
accident tally wrote an epitaph in a rou- 
tine hand: Vincent F. Thien, 37, Acci- 
dent No. 52420. 

And in East St. Louis, a state police- 
man typed a four-copy report and asked 
himself questions. “That guy,” says 
trooper Milton Brueggeman, “died for no 
damned reason. But we have these things

over and over. A wide straight road, a 
good driver, and then — blam! a man is 
dead.” 

This week, Americans will watch with 
dread as the Independence Day death toll 
mounts to hundreds. Banner headlines 
will announce the final totals. But the typi- 
cal victim is not found in headlines. His 
death passes almost unnoticed, and his 
identity is lost in statistics. 

He is, the files of the National Safety 
Council show, an ordinary guy killed in 
an ordinary way. According to Council 
figures, he is a careful driver — a depend- 
able family man in his mid-30s with a 
steady, non-professional job. He dies in 
an unspectacular crash which involves 
only his car and kills no one else. And, as 
Brueggeman says, he dies “for no damned 
reason”: he hasn’t been drinking, he isn’t 


‘ over-tired, his car is mechanically sound, 


neither weather nor road conditions are 
factors. . 

In short, his name is Vince Thien. 
Everything fits. Thien, hard-working boss 
of a labor crew, put in six days on the job; 
the seventh was spent with the kids or

What killed Vince Thien? Nobody knows 


working on his home. He liked an occa- 
sional beer, a gabfest about sports, a day 
of hunting. His fellow workers admired 
his driving. When he crashed, they shook 
their heads in bewilderment. 

What killed America’s. typical traffic 
victim — a man named Vincent Thien? 
The National Safety Council can say only 
that “a driver sometimes becomes so auto- 
matic that he’s not prepared for a crucial 


moment.” Marie Thein can offer little: 


more explanation. 

“Vince was a careful driver,” she says. 
“He was always talking about careless 
people who ought to be kept off the road. 
He knew that road — drove it 300 days 
a year. If he was sleepy, he’d pull off and 


‘ 


sleep. If he’d been drinking, he wouldn't 
drive at all.” 

This squares with Brueggeman’s find- 
ings. “I checked both car and man,” the 
trooper says. “Drinking definitely was not 
involved.” Earlier in the day, however, 
Fournie, Thien and two other employes 
had split a quart of beer. The break in the 
middle of a gray afternoon gave them 
about a glass apiece. 


An Uneventful Day 


It was raining lightly that day, and 
outdoor work, on sidewalks and building 
foundations, had been called off. Thien, 
who usually supervised these projects, 
busied himself instead in the shop. 


“I don’t know just what he did,” Fournie 
says. “Vince wasn’t the kind of guy who 
had to be told. He knew the job.” Thien 
joked with the others — “He always was 
the high-spirited type, and particularly 
that day,” Fournie recalls. “You should 
have seen him with a new man. Right 
away the guy was an old buddy.” 

During the day, Thien and Fournie 
talked about Thien’s moving to Belleville. 
Thien had “about decided” to make the 
move. His oldest boy, Bobby, 13, was anx- 
ious to attend a Catholic high school in 
St. Louis. 

Back in Breese, Bobby and the other 
children of school age — Donald, 10, 
Ronald, 9, Mary Lou, 8, and Judy, 7 —

were attending St. Augustine's School. 
The baby, Debbie, 8 months, was making 
her first attempts at crawling. 

The wife of the man who was to be 
America’s typical auto fatality had been 
up since 6. Her husband roused her with 
a shout and handéd her a cup of coffee. 
She watched at the door as the Buick 
left for Belleville — and death. 

That evening she was to attend a meet- 
ing of a church group. Vince had promised 
to be home in time to watch the kids. At 
7 p.m., he had not arrived, so the family 
ate dinner, and his share was left on the 
stove to stay warm. At 7:55, when he 
still hadn't arrived, Marie ‘placed Bobby 
in charge and dashed out to chauffeur sev- 
eral others to the meeting. She promised 
to be back in 10 minutes. 

Vince Thien had left the shop at 6:15. 
He had stayed late, as he often did, to see 
that all trucks were ready for the next day. 
“It's time to get home to Mother,” he 
finally told Fournie. 

From Belleville to Breese is a 40-min- 
ute trip. En route to his routine death, 
Thien took longer. Fournie suspects he 
stopped for coffee. “He was a great coffee- 
and-conversation man,” Fournie says. But 
none of his pals at his favorite stopping 
places remembers seeing him that night. 


The Moment of impact 


At 7:40, a young man named Norbert 
Ottensmeier, driving to a Breese movie, 
saw a Car off the road at a crazy angle. He 
stopped, ran toward it and stumbled over 
the victim. Thien was lying, his arms 
under him, face down in the mud. Ottens- 
meier thought he was dead. The car, up- 
right but pushed in, was a few feet away, 
pointed back toward Belleville. Ottens- 
meier flagged another car, then dashed to 
call state police and an ambulance. 


Funeral director Leander “Ben” Moss, — 


an old friend of Thien’s, came quickly. 
He rushed the unconscious man to St. 
Joseph's Hospital in: Breese, then hurried 
to the Thien home. He found Bobby in 
charge.

Marie Thien was back in the promised 
10 minutes, to be greeted by a shaking 
Bobby. “Mommy,” he blurted, “Benny 
Moss was here and said Daddy wrecked 
the car and you should come straight to 
the hospital.” The other children were cry- 
ing. Marie asked a neighbor to comfort 
them and raced to St. Joseph's. , 

At first, she had hope. But as X ray 
followed X ray and specialist consulted 
specialist, she knew better. Vince had a 
severe concussion, brain damage, a broken 
jaw and was torn up internally. 

For his wife, the days passed hazily. He 
never really regained consciousness, and 
frequently lapsed into delirium — “He 
was pouring concrete to the end,” Marie 
says with a sad smile. On March 31, he 
received the last rites of the Catholic 
Church. At two minutes to midnight on 
April 1, while his wife, her sister, two of 
his brothers and a priest said the rosary, 
Vince Thien, typical traffic victim, died. 

As usual with routine accidents, Brueg- 
geman awaited the outcome of injuries be- 
fore filing a final report. His investigation 
showed that the road had been polished 
lightly by rain, but the car had not 
skidded; the tire tracks simply drifted off 
the pavement into the culvert. Thien 
never had touched the brakes, 

From the damage, Brueggeman guessed

he was driving 45 to 50 mph. Despite the 
rain, Brueggeman judged, visibility was 
good, and an inspection of the car showed 
no defects of any kind. 

The case, frankly, was — and is —a 
mystery, but a routine mystery. Did he fall 
asleep? Was he dazzled by oncoming 
lights? Was he, as his wife suspects, 
crowded onto the shoulder? Or did he 
simply turn his head for a moment? What 
did happen to Vince Thien? 

And what happens each year to the 
countless others he represents — the 
drivers who, for no explainable reason, 
simply go out and kill themselves? Last 
year, 16,000 of the 40,000 victims died 
in one-car crashes like Thien’s. Most — 
and many collision victims as well — died 


for no apparent reason. 
What's Ahead for the Thiens? 


Marie Thien has stopped speculating 
on “why?” Her husband left $3,000 in- 
surance; Social Security will pay $200 a 
month, hardly enough for six children, 
an incomplete eight-room house and a 
$74-a-month mortgage. Marie has taken a 
part-time job as an egg candler, and Bobby 
has added another newspaper route to 
help out. 

He probably will give up his high-school 
plans. In fact, the whole future is clouded. 
“Without a husband, without a father, a 
lot of things aré going to come hard,” 
Marie Thien.says. “But maybe something 
I say will help other people, stop them 
from killing themselves.” 

What can the wife of a typical accident 
victim tell others? She doesn't know. 
Neither does Brueggeman. “If I'd been 
following Thien that night I'd never have 
noticed him,” the trooper says. “Just an- 
other driver with a good record and he 
kills himself. Like that. 

“But what can you 4ell drivers? Tell 
them to stay at home? I guess all you can 
say is driving is a full-time job. You can't 
be distracted one second. That may do it! 
That one little moment can be enough.” @

BEAUTY 
FROM 
TAHITI

PARIS. 
Each year at the Cannes Film Festival, a promotion stunt 
designed to publicize the French Riviera, the photographers 
and reporters seem to focus on one particular actress. In 
1955 they picked Brigitte Bardot of France; in 1956, Holly- 
wood’s Kim Novak. Last month it was Maea Flohr, a beauti- 
ful 18-year-old from Tahiti. 

Maea is the star of an historical documentary film, Tahiti, 
or The Joy of Living. What attracted the newsmen was her 
statuesque bearing, her exotic charm, her quiet manner and 
the Tahitian customs she refused to abandon. For example, 
she walked barefoot everywhere. She wore only pareus 
( wrap-arounds ) and flowers, scorning dresses or makeup no 
matter how formal the occasion — and at Cannes some of 
these are formal indeed. She drank no cocktails, indulged in 
no small talk about her career or how wonderful the Riviera 
was. Muclrof the time she simply lolled on the beach, strum- 
ming her guitar or smiling pleasantly for the lensmen. 

Compared to her own island paradise of Tahiti, she told 
me here later, the Riviera wasn’t really very much. For that 
matter, she added, Paris wasn’t very much either. Too fast, 
too hectic. 

“Everyone here seems so worried,” she said. “Everyone 
wants money so desperately. It’s fatiguing. 
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AT HOME, Maea smiles for a Tahiti publicity shot. (The film will be shown soon in America.) Her measurements: 35-22-35. 


“In Tahiti nothing matters. Life is easy, pleasant, a joy. 
There always are fish in the ocean, fruit on the trees. | 
can't wait to go back. I've been offered film contracts by 
Italian, German and Spanish producers. But I won't accept. 

“I'm not really an actress, you know. I'm a school teacher. 
[ have six brothers and three sisters, and my father is a 
minister. My fiance works for the government in Tahiti and 
has a good job.” 

Last year Bernard Borderie, well-known French producer, 
journeyed to Tahiti to film its history. He wanted to tell how 
Louis-Antoine, Count of Bougainville, landed there in 1768, 
became enamored of the island and its beautiful women 
and claimed everything for France. 


One Look Did it 


Among other actors, Borderie wanted a Polynesian beauty 
who could dance, sing and inspire romantic imaginings — 
in short, the Westerner’s ideal of a South Sea maiden. Then 
he saw Maea Flohr. She had come in from the country to 
celebrate July 14, Bastille Day, im Papeete, the capital. 
Borderie says he couldn't take his eyes off her. He offered her 
the role of leading lady. 

Maea said she would think it over. First she asked her 
father. He was skeptical, but finally gave permission. So 


the film was produced, and Maea returned to her teaching. 

Three months ago Borderie wrote Maea and asked her to 
fly to Cannes, expenses paid. He felt she might well prove a 
sensation there — which she did —- and a top drawing card 
at the Paris premiere of his picture —- which she also was. 

It took Maea seven days to fly from Papeete to Cannes. 
On arrival, she announced, “I'm going to my room to take a 
shower.” (At home she bathes at least three times a day.) 
Then she ordered fish and fresh fruit, explaining that she 
never ate meat. 

In Paris, despite the entreaties of world-renowned chefs, 
she maintained the same diet. She also went shopping in 
bare feet, disdained perfumes, cosmetics and stylish dresses, 
slept late in her room at the Hotel Napoleon, visited the 
luxurious French garden of plants only because “it reminds 
me of the flowers we have back home.” 

When I asked Maea if she had seen the showgirls of the 
Folies Bergere, a must for first-time visitors to Paris, she 
ran a hand through her long, black hair and smiled softly. 
“No,” she said. “I want only to see those sights I can teach 
my pupils about, like the Palace of Versailles and the tomb 
of Napoleon. What the girls of the Folies have to show, my 
pupils in Tahiti have seen every day since they were born.” 

Obviously, Maea Flohr is as sensible as she is beautiful. 
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“I’m glad I'm alive, giad I’m a 
woman, glad I can be just as fem- 
inine as I choose, in everything I do! 
Even those few days each month 
don’t make a difference to me—
